IN    THE    CHAIR. 

The  advertised  Summons  for  the  Meeting,  and 
the  Proceedings  of  the  Special  General  Meeting, 
held  June  9th,  1830,  having  been  read — 

Mr.  S.  S.  Wayte  read  the  Report  of  the 
Council,  and  Mr.  Frederick  Ricketts,  the  Au- 
dited Account  to  December,  1830. 

Tlie  following  Resolutions  were  then  passed  : 

1. — That  the  Report  and  Audited  Account 
now  read  be  received  and  adopted  ;  and  printed 
and  circulated  under  the  direction  of  the  Council. 
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2. — That  tlie  following  amended  Rule,  read  a 
first  time,  and  approved  of  at  the  last  Special 
General  Meeting,  be  confirmed,  viz. — 

"  That  the  7th  Resolution  of  the  General  Meeting, 
"  held  on  the  26th  November,  IS^Q,  be  rescinded,  and 
"  that  the  following  Resolution  be  adopted  in  its  stead  : — 

"  That  the  Institution  shall  be  open  to  Students  of  all 
religious  denominations,  without  preference  or  distinction, 
but  that  it  shall  be  competent  to  a  Committee  consisting 
of  those  Members  of  the  Council,  who  are  also  Members 
of  the  Church  of  England,  to  institute  Lectures,  and 
])rovide  instruction  in  Theology,  under  such  regulation  as 
they  shall  determine  on  ;  provided  that  the  office  of 
Theological  Lecturer  shall  not  be  made  a  College  appoint- 
ment, and  that  the  expence  thereby  incurred  shall  be  borne 
only  by  the  Proprietors  or  Students  availing  themselves  of 
the  privilege  of  such  Lectures."

The  Chairman  having  left  the  Chair  the  same 
was  taken  by  Dr.  Carrick,  when  it  was  unani- 
mously resolved  that  the  thanks  of  the  Meeting 
be  presented  to  Dr.  Prichard,  for  his  able  and 
impartial  conduct  in  the  Chair. 
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REPORT. 


In  meeting  for  the  first  time  the  general  body 
of  Subscribers  to  the  Bristol  College,  within 
the  walls  of  the  building  in  which  their  new 
Institution  makes  its  humble  but  auspicious  com- 
mencement, the  Council  may,  perhaps,  be  allowed 
to  express  their  satisfaction  in  seeing  the  designs 
of  the  Society  so  far  realized,  and  in  having  at 
length  fairly  embarked  on  their  important  enter- 
prize.  Without  any  wish  to  exaggerate  the 
difficulties  which  have  lain  in  the  way,  or  to 
assume  merit  for  the  perseverance  which  has 
finally  overcome  them,  the  Council  cannot  but 
remember  that  it  has  been,  though  they  rejoice 
to  believe  that  it  no  longer  is,  doubtful,  whether 
the  Institution  was  destined  to  prevail  over  the 
peculiar  difficulties  which  attended  its  early  stage, 
and  which  have  as  yet  scarcely  ceased  to  oppose 
its  progress.  They  accordingly  feel  satisfied  that 
the  connnencement  which  has  been  already  made 
is,  under  existing  circumstances,  highly  pros- 
perous, and  warrants  the  language  of  congratu- 
lation as  an  earnest  and  sure  promise  of  abundant 
success  hereafter. 
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It  will  be  recollected  that  in  the  last  month  of 
June  a  Special  Meeting"  of  the  Proprietors  was 
convened  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  some  alter- 
ations in  the  existing  Rules,  and  to  confer  on  the 
Council  such  further   powers  as  were  requisite 
for   the    early    commencement   of  the  intended 
system  of  instruction.     After  obtaining  the  sanc- 
tion of  that  General  Meetmg  for  proceeding  im- 
mediately in  this  design,  the  Council  lost  no  time 
in  completing  the  arrangements  then  pending  for 
the  occupation  of  the  Premises  in  which  the  Pro- 
prietors are  now  assembled.     Further  experience 
has  confirmed  the  opinion  which  was  entertained 
of  the  convenient   site   and  accommodations  of 
the  House  then  occupied  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Institution,  and  although  the  Council  still  look 
forward  to  a  day,   probably  not  distant,  when  a 
more  capacious  Building  will  be   required,   they 
have  in  the  mean  time  the  satisfaction  of  inform- 
ing the   Proprietors,  that  all  the  essential  advan- 
tages of  their  undertaking  are  attainable,   in   an 
economical  manner,  under  the  present  arrange- 
ments. 

In  adverting  very  briefly  to  the  system  of  Edu- 
cation which  has  been  adopted  for  the  Bristol 
College,  of  which  a  more  detailed  exposition  will 
be  found  in  the  published  outline,  it  may  be  advis- 
able to  remark,  that  while  so  many  novel  schemes 
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of  instruction  are  afloat,  the  specious  productions 
of  ingenious  but  for  the  most  part  of  weak  and  vi- 
sionary men,  the  Council  deemed  it  not  right  to 
forego,  for  the  sake  of  any  new  experiment,  how- 
ever plausible,  the  solid  and  sure  advantages, 
which  are  to  be  obtained  from  the  results  of  long 
experience.  They  accordingly  resolved  to  found 
their  new  course  of  instruction  upon  the  system 
of  Education,  improved  as  it  has  been  from  time 
to  time,  which  is  followed  in  the  two  Universi- 
ties of  this  Country,  the  nurseries  of  so  many 
distinguished  men  in  every  department  and  pro- 
fession comprehended  in  civilized  Society.  This 
method  it  has  been  their  endeavour,  and  it  will 
be  hereafter  their  most  serious  care,  so  to  modify 
as  to  render  its  benefits  applicable  and  available, 
as  far  as  peculiar  circumstances  may  admit,  to  the 
youth  who  are  natives  of  Bristol  and  its  vicinity. 
They  deem  it  a  most  auspicious  circumstance 
that  their  proceedings  met  at  an  early  period 
with  the  approval  and  effective  co-operation  of 
the  Reverend  W.  D.  Conybeare,  and  that  a 
Clergyman  so  distinguished  by  learning  and 
talents,  and  by  high  respectability  of  character, 
has  undertaken  the  important  office  of  Visitor 
and  General  Superintendant  of  the  College. 
By  his  advice,  a  correspondence  was  entered 
into  some  time  ago  with  several  eminent  Scholars 
in   the  University   of    Cambridge,    who   seemed 
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likely  to  contribute  their  aid  in  carrying-  into 
effect  the  wishes  of  the  Council;  and  the  result 
has  been,  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Joseph  Henry 
Jerrard  to  the  office  of  Principal,  a  nomination 
of  which  every  succeeding-  day  affords  the  Society 
new  reason  to  be  more  highly  satisfied.  Without 
adverting  further  to  the  high  rank  and  honour- 
able distinction  which  this  gentleman  had  attained 
in  the  Universities  of  Dublin  and  of  Cambridge, 
it  may  be  proper  to  state  on  this  occasion  that  he 
has  been  already  well  experienced  in  the  im- 
portant and  difficult  office  of  instruction,  having 
held  the  appointment  of  Classical  Tutor  in 
Caius'  College,  Cambridge.  The  unfortunate 
illness  of  Mr.  Charles  Smith,  who  had  been 
appointed  Vice-Principal  and  Mathematical  Pro- 
fessor, appeared  at  first  to  oppose  a  serious 
obstacle  to  the  early  commencement  of  proceed- 
ings in  the  Bristol  College.  It  was  not  without 
great  regret  that  the  Council  found  themselves, 
at  such  a  critical  period,  deprived  of  the  active 
services  of  a  gentleman  so  eminently  qualified 
for  the  duties  he  had  undertaken.  They  have, 
hoAvever,  much  pleasure  in  stating  that  little  or 
no  delay  has  arisen  in  consequence  of  Mr.  Smith's 
indisposition,  as  he  has  found  a  most  efficient 
substitute  in  his  friend  Mr.  Butterton,  of  St. 
John's  College,  who  has  undertaken  the  Mathe- 
matical Department  during  the  ])rosent  session. 
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Of  this  gentleman's  qualifications  the  Council 
have  received  the  most  satisfactory  testimonials. 
Of  his  scientific  acquirements,  indeed,  the  very 
hig-h  honours  which  he  obtained  in  taking  his 
Degree  at  Cambridge,  afford  ample  evidence. 

It  is  not  intended  that  the  Students  in  the 
Bristol  College  should  neglect  the  Modern 
Languages  and  Literature,  and  Professors,  who 
were  judged  to  be  the  best  qualified,  have  been 
appointed  for  the  French,  German,  and  Italian 
Languages. 

The  total  number  of  Students  whose  names 
are  already  entered  on  the  College  Register 
amounts  to  42,  and  the  names  of  many  more  have 
been  mentioned  as  shortly  to  be  inscribed.  No 
doubt  can  be  entertained  that  as  soon  as  the 
system  of  Education  shall  have  been  more  com- 
pletely arranged  than  at  this  early  period  either 
was  expected  or  is  possible,  its  eminent  supe- 
riority in  respect  to  instruction,  the  high  cha- 
racter and  attainments  of  the  Tutors  who  are 
employed,  and  the  unequalled  advantages  of  the 
Institution  in  an  economical  point  of  view,  will 
occasion  a  great  and  rapid  increase  in  the  number 
of  Students.  Many  persons  who  withhold  their 
confidence  until  the  plan  shall  have  been  fairly 
tried,  will  ere  long  find  all  doubt  to  be  removed  ; 
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and  in  fact  a  more  favourable  impression  towards' 
the  Institution  is  every  day  manifested  by  the 
most  unequivocal  proofs.  It  is  besides  proper  to 
observe  that  if  one  Student  were  nominated  by 
each  Proprietor  (even  excluding  those  who  for 
the  present  have  declined  to  take  any  interest  in 
the  Institution)  the  total  number  of  Students 
would  be  so  great,  and  the  proceeds  so  abundant, 
as  to  furnish  resources,  not  only  to  carry  on  the 
Course  of  Instruction  on  an  extended  scale,  but 
to  pay  the  stipulated  interest  on  all  the  shares. 

Intimations  having  been  received  that  many 
Students  would  be  sent  from  Wales,  Ireland,  and 
other  distant  places,  it  has  appeared  very  desirable 
to  provide  suitable  Boarding  Houses,  and  it  had 
been  determined  that  one  should  be  opened  by 
the  Vice-Principal  ;  the  iUness  of  that  gentleman 
has  necessarily  occasioned  delay  in  this  arrange- 
ment. In  the  mean  time  several  very  respectable 
persons  have  undertaken  to  provide  eligible  ac- 
commodations on  moderate  terms,  the  particulars 
of  which  may  be  obtained  from  the  Clerk  of  the 
Council. 

The  present  situation  of  the  Establishment 
with  respect  to  its  finances  will  be  seen  by  the 
Audited  Account.  With  the  increase  anticipated 
in  the  number  of  Students  before  the  end  of  the 
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present  Session,  the  Funds  are  expected  to  be 
fully  adequate,  without  any  other  call  upon  the 
Proprietors,  for  the  expences  of  the  year.  There 
is  reason  to  believe  that  the  annual  receipts  will 
very  soon  support  the  annual  expenditure,  so 
that  the  whole  or  part  of  the  sums  remaining- 
unpaid  on  the  Shares,  may  be  devoted  to  the 
erection  of  a  more  spacious  Building,  when  cir- 
cumstances require. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Council,  however  re- 
luctant they  may  be  to  approach  this  point,  to 
allude  on  the  present  occasion,  to  those  among- 
tlije  body  of  Proprietors  who  have  hitherto  de- 
clined to  furnish  contributions  towards  the 
Establishment  of  the  College,  which  they  un- 
dertook to  afford,  although  their  names  appear 
in  the  list  of  its  original  supporters,  and  among 
those  who  co-operated  in  the  first  arrangement  of 
its  plan.  The  Council  admit  no  doubt  that  the 
motive  which  induced  several  of  the  gentlemen 
to  withhold  their  participation  and  pecuniary  aid, 
has  been  an  apprehension  really  and  sincerely  en- 
tertained, though  it  may  be  hoped  on  no  sufficient 
ground,  that  in  following  a  different  course  they 
might  have  contributed,  without  intending  it,  to 
foster  some  latent  mischief.  But  since  the  plans 
of  the  Institution  are  now  fully  developed,  and 
in  none  of  them  any  reason  can  be  pointed  out 
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for    long-er    withholding    confidence  ;   since    it 
must  now  be  evident  that  the  promoters  of  the 
undertaking-  are  influenced,    not  by  any  sinister 
and  unavowed  motives,  but  by  a  sincere  desire  to 
promote  the  intellectual  and  moral  improvement 
of  Youth,  without  admitting  anything  that  can 
be   prejudicial  in  the  most   important  interests  j 
since  within  the  walls  of  the  College  it   is   regu- 
lated that  instruction  shall  be  given  in    Religion 
and   Biblical    Literature,    and    in    the    genuine 
doctrines  of  the  Established  Church,  to  Students 
of  that    communion,     through     the     aid    of    a 
Clergyman  who  shall  be    found  highly   qualified 
for  that  undertaking,  the  Council  cannot  but  en- 
tertain the  hope,  that  those  gentlemen  who  with- 
drew under  a  scrupulous  feeling  of  duty  and  pro- 
priety will  now  be  induced  by  an  equal  regard  to 
principle  and  obligation  no  longer  to  delay  ratify- 
ing their  engagements,  and,  what  is  most  desired, 
lending  their  valuable  co-operation  in  endeavours 
which  have  no  other  object  than  to  promote  the 
best  culture  of  the  human  mind.

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ADDRESS 

ON   THE 

(i^ptnntjj  of  tl)c  Biifitol  Colltflr, 

The  17th  January,  1831, 
By  A.   CARRICK,  M.D.,  Chairman. 


"  Gentlemen  of  tbe  Council — You  are  met  together,  this  day,  on  an 
auspicious  and  memorable  occasion,  the  inauguration  of  the  Bristol 
College,  of  which  you  are  the  guardians  and  founders.  This  day, 
gentlemen,  will  be  held  in  grateful  remembrance  by  distant  generations  : 
for  institutions  like  this,  which  have  public  utility  alone  for  their  object, 
are  destined  to  defy  the  waste  of  time,  and  to  survive  the  convulsions  of 
empires.  The  learned  and  the  good  of  centuries  to  come  will  refer  to 
the  act  of  this  day  with  a  thankful  recollection  of  the  benefits  you  will 
have  bestowed  on  them,  and  on  their  children  ;  for  of  all  the  benefits 
which  can  be  conferred  on  posterity,  education  is  the  greatest — being  the 
grand  inlet  of  knowledge ;  the  instrument  by  which  the  most  valuable 
attainments  are  acquired. 

It  has  long,  gentlemen,  been  the  subject  of  wonder  and  regret,  that  in 
this  glorious  country  of  England,  so  highly  favored  by  Providence,  with 
more  ample  means  of  diffusing  education  than  are  possessed  by  any  other 
nation,  so  little  in  that  department  should  have  been  done  ;  for  down  to 
the  present  time,  a  want  of  attention  to  that  important  object  has  been 
manifested  by  the  legislature,  which  it  is  not  less  difficult  to  account  for, 
than  to  excuse.  We  have  indeed  two  national  seminaries  which  stand 
unrivalled  in  the  universe,  for  the  splendor  of  their  endowments  and 
their  literary  renown  :  which  afford  opportunities  for  the  cultivation  of 
ornamental  and  useful  learning,  and  possess,  too,  the  means  of  fostering 
and  rewarding  genius,  beyond  all  comparison  with  any  similar  establish- 
ment under  the  sun.  Yet  however  well  adapted  these  great  seminaries 
may  have  been  for  their  original  purposes — however  suitable  for  a  state 
of  society  and  times  long  gone  by — however  ample  may  still  be  their 
stores,  they  arc  evidently  inadequate  to  the  wants  of  the  present  day — for 
the  wants  of  a  population  four  times  more  numerous,  and  twenty  times 
more  rich,  and  more  generally  anxious  for  a  good  and  liberal  education — 
an  education  useful  and  practical  as  well  as  ornamental— education  brought 
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Lome  to  their  doors,  and  which  can  be  obtained  at  a  moderate  cost ;  and 
without  that  imminent  risk,  which  young  men  must  necessarily  run,  of 
falling  into  evil  habits,  when  turned  out  into  the  wide  world  of  Oxford 
or  Cambridge,  their  own  masters,  at  the  dangerous  age  between  boy 
and  man. 

Independently  of  every  other  consideration,  there  ought,  in  this  great 
kingdom,  to  be  at  least  a  dozen  Oxfords,  in  order  to  supply  the  means  of 
Education  commensurate  with  the  wants  of  the  community.     In  almost 
all  other   Countries,  especially  Protestant   Countries,  although   vastly 
inferior  in  wealth   and    numbers   to   this,     Universities    and    Public 
Seminaries  for  Literary  and  general  Education  are  every  where  thickly 
planted.     In  Italy,  the  lamp  of  Science  can  scarcely  be  said  to  have  been 
ever  wholly  extinguished  since  the  Classic  days   of   Greece  and  Rome. 
There,  Universities  of  name  are  found  in  almost  every  City  and  every 
Town.     Next  to  Italy,  France  was  perhaps  the  eldest  child  of  Science, 
as  well  as  of  the  Church.     Germany,  Holland,  and  Switzerland,  became 
distinguished  in  more  recent  times,  in  this  illustrious  race  of  knowledge. 
Even  the  Scandinavian  kingdoms,  in  spite  of  their  sterile  soil,  and  frost- 
bound  climate,  may  justly  boast  of  their  Universities,  and  their  learned 
men.     Our  own  Scotland  too,  although  neither  rich  nor  populous,  has 
long  been  celebrated  in  this  honourable  rivalship  ;  comprehending  within 
its  narrow  limits  not  less  than  four  Universities  of  ancient  foundation  ; 
all  of  which  can  reckon  amongst  their  members  names  of  high  renown, 
in  every  department  of   Science  and  Literature.     In  addition  to  these, 
and   to  the  usual  provision  of  Grammar  Schools  of  good  reputation, 
Scotland  possesses  various  Public  Establishments,  there  called  Aca- 
demies, where  every  thing  but  Classical  learning  is  taught  jwhere  the 
useful,  rather  than  the  ornamental,  parts  of  Education  are  more  par- 
ticularly attended  to,  and  where  young  men  are  fitted  for  almost  every 
department  of  real  life.     But  beyond  all  these,  the  proud  boast  of  Scot- 
land is  its  Parochial  Schools  :  not  one  Parish  throughout  the  Kingdom 
being  without  its  National  School,  and  its  Schoolmaster  :  as  regularly 
constituted  and   endowed,  as  the  living   and  the  Clerical  incumbent. 
The  influence  of  such  an  arrangement  on  the  morals,  the  manners,  tlxe 
habits,  the  general  intelligence,  and  the  religious  character  of  the  people, 
may  be  easily  imagined.     That  Education  does  not  in  every  case  prevent 
immorality,  crime,  and  wickedness,  is  a  truth  to  be  lamented  :  but  its 
preventive  influence  is  confessedly  great  ;  of  which   the  recent   triak 
under  the  Special  Commissions  aflforded  a  striking  example,  in  tlic  vast 
proportion  oi  criminals  who  could  not  read  nov  write. 
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The  infant  und  ambitious  States  of  America  were  not  slow  in  dis- 
covering this  all-powerful  lever  of  education,  so  necessary  to  lift  them  to 
that  universal  empire  in  every  thing  to  which  they  fondly  and  openly 
aspire.  I  remember  when  studying  at  Edinburgh  the  three  or  four  years 
immediately  following  the  conclusion  of  the  American  war,  the  Uni- 
versity was  crowded  with  American  students  (all  intercourse  with  thi.s 
country  having  for  some  time  previously  been  interrupted)  who,  when 
they  returned  to  their  own  country,  became  in  various  instances  tlio 
efficienl  founders  of  Colleges  in  their  respective  states  ;  where  medicine 

and  all  the  branches  of  useful  learning  are  now  successfully  taught 

And  although  during  these  years,  there  were  not  fewer  than  twenty  or 
thirty  Americans  aninially,  who  took  their  degree  of  Doctor  in  Medicine  ; 
almost  ever  since,  as  soon  as  these  gentlemen  had  brought  their  nuw 
institutions  into  action,  you  may  look  in  vain  for  almost  a  single  American 
in  the  long  lists  of  Edinburgh  graduates.  I  have  mentioned  these  other- 
wise trivial  circumstances,  in  order  to  show  how  rapidly  institutions  of 
this  nature,  founded  in  usefulness,  and  fostered  by  patriotism,  grow  up 
into  maturity;  and  we  may  from  hence  feel  confident,  that  the  tree  of 
knowledge  which  we  have  now  planted  in  our  own  venerable  city,  with 
so  many  advantages  both  natural  and  moral  in  its  favor,  will  prove  still 
more  vigorous  in  its  growth,  and  abundant  in  its  produce. 

With  respect  to  its  origin,  the  Bristol  College  is  somewhat  remarkable. 
The  ancient  seats  of  learning  were,  almost  without  exception,  reared  by 
the  fiat  of  kings,  princes,  and  potentates,  or  dignified  chuichmen.  and 
nourished  by  the  wealth  and  influence  of  an  all  powerful  clergy;  while  ours 
is  the  result  of  the  voluntary  subscriptions  of  a  few  private  indinduals,  un- 
supported by  any  thing  but  the  merit  and  usefulness  of  the  institution  itself. 

We  had  indeed  one  precedent,  one  bright  example,  in  the  foiniation  of 
the  London  College,  an  establishment  of  which  a  nation  may  well  be 
proud.  Yet  this  great  work,  it  must  be  owned,  was  eflectcd  under  far 
more  favourable  auspices  than  ours  ;  and  when  we  consider  the  vast 
combination  of  aristocratic  and  commercial  wealth  and  influence  which 
conspired  in  the  formation  of  the  London  College,  directed  as  it  was  by 
the  magic  wand  of  the  master  spirit  of  the  age,  the  now  Lord  Chancellor 
Brougham,  whose  universal  talent  and  matchless  industry  place  him  fur 
above  all  other  men — when  these  vast  advantages  in  favor  of  the 
London  College  are  considered,  your  efl^orts  and  achievement  seem  fairly 
superior  in  merit,  although  inferior  in  splendour. 

Notwithstanding,  gentlemen,  the  purity  of  your  views,  you  have  had 
some  difticulties  to  struggle  with  in  the  outset,  and  you  may  have  still 
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some  peiluips  to  overcome.  But  when  I  reflect  on  the  unanimity  and 
zeal  which  have  been  hitherto  so  eminently  displayed  by  the  founders 
and  patrons  of  the  institution ;  when  I  reflect  on  its  own  intrinsic  excel- 
lence ;  the  enlightened  and  beneficent  principles  on  which  it  is  founded; 
embracing,  as  it  does,  all  denominations  of  christians  in  the  common 
bond  of  charity  and  public  usefulness  ;  where  Christianity  is  displayed 
as  the  true  foundation  of  all  useful  instruction,  but  where  the  minor  dif- 
ferences in  opinion  are  merged  in  the  single,  the  grand  outline  of  Chris- 
tianity itself ;  when  I  reflect  on  these  things,  I  feel  perfectly  confident 
that  the  partial  and  temporary  obstructions,  or  rather  retardations  of  your 
progress,  will  be  speedily  surmounted,  and  that  a  signal  victory  will 
crown  your  labours.  Your  institution  has  had  to  abide  the  common  lot 
of  all  improvements,  misapprehension,  distrust,  and  perhaps  too  a  certain 
dash  of  jealousy,  which  peculiar  circumstances  might  tend  to  palliate  or 
excuse.  But  time  will  undeceive  the  unwary  ;  a  little  sunshine  will 
dissipate  this  morning  cloud ;  and  those  who  from  misconception  of 
your  motives  have  withdrawn  for  a  time  their  countenance,  will  feel 
nnxious  to  return  to  you,  when  (hey  see  that  their  fears  were  groundless. 
It  is  a  glorious  conquest  to  convert  an  adversary  into  a  friend. 

But  however  deeply  we  may  regret  the  absence  of  certain  venerable 
and  highly  respected  individuals,  whose  countenance  and  support  we  had 
reason  to  expect  ;  your  unaided  exertions  have,  I  am  proud  to  say,  been 
hitherto  singularly  successful.  In  little  more  than  a  year  from  the 
commencement  of  your  labours,  you  have  advanced  to  the  consummation 
of  your  wishes.  You  have  in  that  short  space  of  time  organized  the 
various  machinery  of  your  establishment ;  and  you  open  it  this  day  for 
its  grand  and  ultimate  purpose,  the  education  of  youth.  Thus  far  you 
liave  been  eminently  fortunate  in  all  your  proceedings,  and  your  good 
fortune  has  in  no  respect  been  more  happily  conspicuous,  than  in  the 
acquisition  you  have  made,  of  the  justly  distinguished  Professors,  who 
are  about  to  carry  into  practice  your  beneficent  intentions  ;  under  whose 
auspices  and  able  direction  it  is  impossible  to  doubt  of  the  success  of  the 
Bristol  College. 

Before  I  conclude,  I  would  beg  to  address  a  very  few  words  to  that 
portion  of  this  company  who  are  the  peculiar  and  ultimate  objects  of 
our  labours  and  solicitude— the  students  of  the  Bristol  College. 

You  are  now,  young  gentlemen,  about  to  enter  on  a  most  important 
and  critical  portion  of  your  lives ;  upon  the  proper  or  improper  employ- 
ment of  which,  your  success  and  respectability  in  the  world,  your  happi- 
ness both  now  and  hereafter,  will  greatly  depend. 
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Let  me  entreat  you  to  reflect,  that  life  at  best  is  but  sliort;  and  that 
we  cannot  afford  to  suffer  any  part  of  it  to  run  to  waste.  You  must  now 
lay  in  a  stock  of  knowledge  which  may  carry  you  through  life,  whatever 
your  after  pursuits  may  be,  with  usefulness  and  honor.  But  recollect, 
this  is  not  to  be  done  without  exertion — without  the  frequent  sacrifice 
of  momentary  pleasure  and  gratification.  Self-denial  is  a  virtue  of  the 
highest  quality;  and  he  who  has  it  not,  and  does  not  strive  to  acquire 
it,  will  never  excel  in  any  thing. 

Remember,  gentlemen,  that  all  is  the  gift  of  industry.  Without 
industry  nothing  valuable  can  be  acquired ;  and  by  dint  of  industry  every 
thing  is  at  your  command.  Industry  and  perseverance,  with  moderate 
talents,  will  effect  that  which  the  greatest  talents  without  industry  can 
never  accomplish. 

You  must  consider  your  advancement  in  learning  as  the  chief  and  sole 
object  of  your  ambition.  Let  your  whole  desire  for  the  present,  be  the 
distinguishing  yourselves  in  the  various  exercises  through  which  that 
requisite  stock  of  knowledge  is  to  be  acquired ;  and  you  will  have  ample 
time  hereafter  for  the  enjoyment  of  pleasure — of  that  intellectual  plea- 
sure, which  is  pure  and  without  alloy,  and  of  which  you  can  never  be 
deprived.  Knowledge,  when  once  implanted  in  the  mind,  is  imperish- 
able ;  and  it  is  the  last  of  a  man's  property  he  would  ever  consent  to 
part  with,  were  it  possible  for  it  to  be  sold  for  a  price.  Riches,  honor, 
power  and  place,  oft  make  themselves  wings  and  fly  away ;  but  know- 
ledge, the  fruit  of  education,  is  a  possession  which  no  misfortune  can 
divest  you  of,  and  which  will  place  you  in  a  great  measure  above  the 
storms  of  fate.  "  Felix  qui  potuit,"  says  one  of  the  gi'eatest  poets,  in 
one  of  the  most  beautiful  distichs  that  was  ever  written ;  which, 
although  often  repeated,  can  never  be  too  much  admired :— . 

"  Felix,  qui  potuit  rerum  cognoscere  causas, 

"  Atque  metus  omnes  et  inexorabile  fatum 

"  Subjecit  pedibus,  strepitumque  acherontis  avari !  " 

But  above,  and  far  beyond  all  other  concerns,  let  me  entreat  you,  my 
young  friends,  to  be  mindful  of  your  religious  duties.  Remember  your 
duty  to  your  Maker;  compared  with  wliich,  all  other  duties  or  pursuits 
are  but  as  dust  in  the  balance. 

The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  the  beginning  of  wisdom  ;  and  with  that  as  a 
foundation,  all  other  useful  knowledge  will  be  added  unto  you.  I  need 
not  tell  you  that  the  foundation  of  all  true  religion  is  the  Bible.  With 
that  sacred  volume,  you  must  be  still  more  familiar  than  with  Cicero 
and  Xenophon. 
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Let  no  day  pass  without  your  reading,  with  serious  and  devout  atten- 
tion, a  portion  of  the  sacred  scriptures  :  in  which  you  will  find  treasures 
of  surpassing  ViUue;  and  beauties  in  point  of  composition,  which  your 
classic  models  cannot  equal.  Those  sublime  effusions  want  no  recom- 
mendation of  man.  Their  own  intrinsic  excellence  is  sufficient  to  chal- 
lenge the  admiration,  and  to  rivet  the  attention,  of  all  who  read  them. 
Yet  I  cannot  resist  the  opportunity  of  presenting  you  with  the  opinion  of 
a  man,  than  whom  there  never  perhaps  existed  one,  who,  from  his  admi- 
rable talents,  and  the  extent  and  nature  of  his  researches,  was  better 
qualified  to  form  an  opinion  on  this  great  subject.  I  allude  to  the  late 
Sir  William  Jones :  I  may  truly  say,  the  great  Sir  William  Jones.  At 
the  end  of  his  Bible  were  written  the  following  lines,  which  ought  to  be 
written  in  the  hearts  of  us  all .- — 

"  I  have  regularly  and  attentively  read  these  Holy  Scriptures ;  and 
"  am  of  opinion,  that  this  volume  contains,  independently  of  its  divine 
"  origin,  more  true  sublimity,  more  exquisite  beauty,  purer  mcralitj', 
"  more  important  history,  and  finer  strains  of  poetry  and  eloquence,  than 
*'  could  be  collected  within  the  same  compass  from  all  other  books 
"  that  were  ever  composed  in  any  age,  or  in  any  idiom. 

"  The  two  parts  of  which  the  Scriptures  consist,  are  connected  by  a 
"  chain  of  compositions,  which  bear  no  resemblance  in  form  or  style,  to 
"  any  that  can  be  produced  from  the  stores  of  Grecian,  Indian,  Persian, 
*'  or  even  Arabian  learning.  The  antiquity  of  those  compositions  no 
"  man  doubts;  and  the  unrestrained  application  of  them  to  events  long 
"  subsequent  to  their  publication,  is  a  solid  ground  of  belief  that  they  are 
"genuine  productions,  and  consequently  inspired." 

I  will  not  detain  you  longer,  gentlemen,  but  will  now,  in  your  name, 
commit  the  important  trust  of  your  infant  and  cherished  establishment, 
to  our  respected  Principal,  Dr.  Jerrard;  our  Vice- Principal,  Mr. 
Bl'ttf.rton,  and  the  other  Professors  who  are  now  before  me;  and  will 
conclude  with  offering  our  warmest  and  heartfelt  prayer  to  the  Almighty 
Ruler  of  the  universe,  from  whom  alone  success  can  flow,  that  he  may  be 
graciously  pleased  to  take  this  great  work  under  his  special  protection, 
and  cause  his  divine  blessing  to  rest  upon  our  humble  endeavours." 


IIRST  ANNUAL  MEETING.  2^ 

PASSEn    AT  THF. 

SPECIAL  GENERAL  MEETING  OF  SHAREHOLDERS. 
Held  the  9th  of  June,  1830 


1 Tbat  all  Laws  and  Regulations  to  be  framed  by  the  Council,  pur- 
suant to  the  Fifth  Resolution  of  the  General  Meeting  of  the  *26th  of 
November,  1829,  shall  respectively  take  effect  from  the  time  of  their 
enactment  by  the  Council ;  and  shall  remain  in  full  force  until  altered, 
amended,  or  repealed,  conformably  to  the  Eleventh  Resolution  of  the 
same  General  Meeting. 

2 That  the  Council  be  empowered  from  time  to  time  to  elect  and 

appoint  persons  to  the  respective  offices  or  employments  of  Principal* 
Vice- Principal,  Professor,  Master,  Tutor,  Secretary,  Clerk,  House- 
keeper, Agent,  and  Servant;  or  to  any  or  either  of  such  offices  or 
employments ;  and  to  suspend  or  remove  any  person  from  any  such 
office  or  employment;  provided  that  every  Principal,  Vice- Principal, 
Professor,  Master,  and  Tutor  shall  have  the  privilege  of  appealing  against 
such  suspension  or  removal,  within  one  calendar  month  from  the  time 
thereof,  to  a  General  Meeting  of  Proprietors,  to  be  specially  summoned 
by  the  Secretary,  on  the  requisition  of  the  Appellant,  by  public  notice  of 
not  less  than  fourteen  days. 

3.— That  as  soon  as  conveniently  may  be  after  the  proper  Officers 
shall  have  been  appointed,  and  other  needful  arrangements  made,  the 
Dwelling-House  and  Premises  in  Park- Row,  of  which  a  Lease  has 
been  agreed  for  by  the  Council,  on  behalf  of  the  College,  for  a  term  of 
Three  Years  from  the  24th  of  June,  1830,  shall  be  opened  for  the  re- 
ception of  Students,  and  the  business  of  Education  shall  be  commenced, 
and  carried  on  therein  until  the  completion  of  the  intended  College 
Suildingg. 
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4 That  it  shall  be  competent  to  the  respective  Proprietors  of  the 

Shares  in  the  College,  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  same ;  and 
that  such  Shares  shall  be  assignable  by  an  instrument  in  the  form  or  to 
the  effect  following  :* — 

5 That  from  and  after  the  execution  of  such  Instrument  by  the 

Transferee,  the  Assignor  shall  be  discharged  from  all  duties  and  liabi- 
lities incident  to  the  share  transferred  ;  and  the  Transferee  shall  thence- 
forward be  a  Member  of  the  College  in  respect  of  the  same  share,  and 
be  entitled  to  the  full  benefit  thereof;  and  every  such  Instrument  of 
Transfer  shall  remain  in  the  Council  Chamber,  and  be  there  kept  and 
registered ;  the  Secretary  or  Clerk  giving  a  Certificate  of  such  Transfer 
to  the  party  requiring  the  same. 

6 That  the  property  in  all  the  Books,  Papers,  Securities,  Goods, 

Chattels  and  other  personal  Estate  and  Effects  of  the  College,  shall  be 
vested  in  the  Council  for  the  time  being,  in  trust  for  the  Proprietors  at 
large. 

7 That  there  be  two  Auditors   of  the   College  Accounts  ;  whose 

business  it  shall  be  to  examine  and  check  the  receipts,  payments,  and 
vouchers,  incidental  to  such  Accounts;  and  yearly  to  sign  a  General 
Statement,  exhibiting  a  summary  and  result  thereof,  with  such  special 
matter  as  it  may  be  proper  to  set  forth,  up  to,  and  inclusive  of  the  31  st 
day  of  December  preceding  the  day  of  signing  such  Account,  and  to 
report  the  same  at  each  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Proprietors  ;  and  that 
such  Auditors  shall  be  independent  of  the  Council,  and  shall  have  power 
to  direct  sucli  Accounts  to  be  made  out,  and  in  such  mode  as  they  shall 
deem  necessary  and  proper,  for  shewing  the  actual  state  of  the  affairs, 
debts,  and  assets  of  the  Institution. 

8 That  Mr.  John  Mills   and  Mr.  IjEopold  de  Soyres  be  now 

■  appointed  Auditors  ;  to  continue  in  office  until  the  last  Thursday  in 
February,  1832,  when  new  Auditors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  general 
meeting  of  Proprietors ;  and  so  from  time  to  time  in  succeeding  years. 


•  As  this  Form  is  of  considerable  length  and  cannot  be  finally  settled  till 
after  the  erection  of  the  Building  it  is  considered  unnecessary  to  introduce 
it  here. 
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9 That  all  bye-laws,  orders,  rules,  and  regulations  enacted  by  the 

Council,  and  all  proceedings  and  resolutions  of  the  Proprietors  at  their 
general  Meetings,  shall  be  registered  by  the  Secretary,  or  other  proper 
officer,  in  a  Book  or  Books  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  shall  be 
attested  by  the  signature  of  the  Chairman  for  the  time  being  ;  which 
Book  or  Books  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  the  Proprietors,  at 
such  seasonable  times  as  the  Council  shall  appoint. 

10. — That  immediately  after  the  Purchase  of  Land  and  the  erection 
of  Buildings  for  the  purposes  of  the  College,  a  Deed  of  Settlement  of 
such  Land  and  Buildings,  upon  the  proper  Trusts,  for  securing  the 
objects  of  this  Institution,  shall  be  prepared  under  the  direction  of  the 
Council,  and  shall  be  submitted  to  the  consideration  of  the  General 
Annual  Meeting  of  Proprietors  next  following  the  preparation  of  such 
Deed.

1 The  College  Session,  commencing  on  the  1st  of  September 

in  each  year,  to  be  divided  into  two  equal  portions  of  five  months  each. 
The  first  Half^Session  to  commence  on  the  1st  of  September,  and  end 
on  the  31st  of  January.  The  second  Half- Session  to  commence  on 
the  1st  of  February,  and  end  on  the  30th  of  June. 

(The  first  Half- Session,  therefore,  will  include  the  entire  months  of 

September,  October,  November,  December,  and  January  ; — the 

second   Half-Session  the  entire   months  of  February,   March, 

April,  May,  and  June; — the  vacation  July  and  August.) 

The  payments  of  the  Students  to  be  made  in  two  instalments,  and 

to  be  considered  due  on  the   1st  of  September  and  1st  of  February  in 

each  year,  for  the  current  Half- Session,  which  is  always  to  be  paid  for 

in  advance.     The  terms  are  for  the  nominee  of  a  Proprietor  £\8  per 

annum,  and  an  Entrance-fee  of  ^1 Without  a  nomination  ^621  per 

annum,  and  an  Entrance-fee  of  ^1   10s. 

9. — Students  entering  after  the  commencement  of  a  Half-Session,  or 
being  withdrawn,  or  expelled  for  misconduct,  before  its  termination,  to 
pay  the  instalment  for  the  whole  five  months. 

3.  The  Entrance-fee  to  be  paid  by  the  Students  on  their  names  being 
entered  on  the  College  Register. 

4 The  Students  to  provide  their  own  Books  and  Stationery,  or  to 

be  furnished  with  it  by  the  Clerk  of  the  College  at  cost  price.  No 
Notice  will  be  required  previous  to  the  withdrawal  of  a  Student,  but  no 
retiirn  of  the  instalment  to  be  made,  under  any  circumstances. 
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JUNIOR    DEPARTMENT. 


Since  the  Annual  Meeting  in  February,  it  has  been  deemed  expedient 
to  establish  a  Junior  Department  in  connection  with  the  College,  and 
the  sanction  of  the  Proprietors  having  been  given  to  the  arrangement 
proposed  by  the  Council  at  a  Special  General  Meeting,  held  in  June  last, 
the  following  are  the  leading  particulars. 

The  Junior  Department,  established  in  connection  with  the  College 
Course,  will  commence  on  the  1st  of  September  next,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Mr.  Pkice,  of  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  M.  A.,  assisted 
by  Mr.  Norton,  at  the  house  of  the  latter  gentleman,  in  the  Old  Park, 
and  will  be  subject  to  the  general  superintendance  of  the  Principal, 
Jos.  Heney  Jeruaud,  D.  C.L.,  Fellow  and  late  Classical  Lecturer  of 
Caius  College,  Cambridge,  and  the  Vice-Principal,  G.  A.  Butterton, 
M.A.,  Fellow  of  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge.  Terms  ^13  per 
Annum. 

There  is  no  limitation  in  this  Department  as  to  age  or  previous  quali- 
fication ;  and  the  Pupils  will  be  carefully  instructed  in  several  branches 
of  Elementary  Education  which  cannot  be  introduced  into  the  Senior 
Department,  but  an  acquaintance  with  which  must  necessarily  be  pre- 
supposed; for  instance,  in  AVriting,  Arithmetic,  Geography,  and  the 
English  Language  and  History,  as  well  as  in  the  rudiments  of  Greek 

and  Latin,  and  the  elements  of  Geometry  and  Algebra The  Pupils 

will  have  an  opportunity  of  receiving  instruction  from  the  Professors  of 
French,  German,  and  Italian,  at  a  moderate  charge. 

The  Council  also  are  glad  to  announce  that  Mr.  Price  and  Mr. 
Norton  will  severally  receive  Boarders  who  may  wish  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  benefits  of  the  College  Course  of  Education.

IN    THE    CHAIR. 

The  advertised  summons  for  the  meeting,  and 
the  proceedings  of  the  last  annual  meeting  hav- 
ing been  read  by  Mr.  S.  S.  Wayte,  W.  P. 
Taunton,  Esq.  read  the  report  of  the  Council, 
and  Mr.  Wayte  the  account  of  the  income  and 
expenditure  for  1831.

REPORT 


The  Council  of  the  Bristol  College  present 
their  Report  of  the  transactions  of  the  past  year 
with  the  satisfaction  of  stating,  that  the  inten- 
tions of  the  Subscribers  are  now  carried  into 
practical  effect,  and  are  attended  with  the  hap- 
piest auspices  for  increasing  success. 

Since  the  last  anniversary,  the  continuing  ill 
health  of  Mr.  Smith,  a  gentleman  who  had 
been  designated  by  very  high  qualifications  to 
fill  the  office  of  Vice-Principal  and  Mathematical 
Tutor,  has  unfortunately  compelled  him  to  re- 
nounce his  engagement.  The  Council  had  the 
good  fortune  to  secure  the  continued  services 
of  George  Ash  Buttertox,  M.  A.,  Fellow 
of  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  who  had  pre- 
viously filled  that  office  with  so  much  credit  in 
the  absence  of  his  friend  Mr.  Smith  ;  and  they 
are  much  gratified  in  stating  that  upon  a  year's 
experience  of  the  talents  and  services  of  Mr. 
Butterton,  they  have  proved  him  to  possess 
qualities  eminently  calculated  for  the  efficient 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  station. 
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Before  the  work  of  education  had  been  long 
carried  on,  the  Council  discovered  that  it  was 
expedient  to  make  a  separation  between  the 
senior  and  the  junior  students;  they  therefore 
instituted  a  junior  department,  and  were  pleased 
to  find  that  their  views  of  the  propriety  of  this 
measure  were  confirmed  by  the  approbation  of 
a  special  general  meeting,  held  on  the  22nd  of 
June  last. 

They  consider  themselves  fortunate  in  having 
obtained  in  the  office  of  Head-Master  of  the 
junior  department,  the  assistance  of  John 
Price,  M.  A.,  a  member  of  St.  John's  College, 
Cambridge,  of  whose  acquirements  in  classical 
literature  they  were  assured  by  numerous  testi- 
monies ;  and  who  had  moreover  for  a  period 
initiated  himself  in  the  labours  of  education,  in 
aid  of  that  very  eminent  instructor,  Dii.  Bhtler, 
of  Shrewsbury. 

The  desire  to  establish  a  marked  difference 
of  character  and  pursuits  between  the  senior 
students  and  the  more  youthful  part  of  the 
pupils,  and  some  other  considerations,  induced 
the  Council  at  first  to  refrain  from  placing  both 
departments  under  the  same  roof,  and  to  esta- 
blish the  junior  department  in  the  house  of  a 
gentleman  whom  they  selected  for  the  Under- 
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Master  thereof,  and  who  had  been  for  many 
years  himself  the  master  of  a  school :  the  result, 
however,  of  this  arrangement  did  not  prove 
wholly  felicitous ;  some  unexpected  difficulties 
arose  in  preserving  the  discipline  which  was 
wished  for,  and  to  this  cause  the  Council  attri- 
bute the  circumstance  that  there  has  been  a 
smaller  increase  in  the  number  of  the  'junior 
students  than  they  expected.  After  mature  de- 
liberation, the  Council  have  thought  it  desirable 
to  dissolve  this  engagement. 

The  Council  have  now  confided  the  office  of 
Under-Master  of  the  junior  department  to  Mr. 
Walter  Kyte  Coles,  a  gentleman  who  to 
many  qualifications  which  augur  favourably, 
adds  this  in  particular,  that  he  has  for  some  time 
improved  his  prior  very  considerable  acquire- 
ments, by  the  lectures  of  our  very  able  Princi- 
pal;  and  through  that  medium,  Dr.  Jerrard 
has  had  the  valuable  opportunities  of  studying 
the  extent  of  his  knowledge,  his  moral  habits, 
and  his  temper ;  and  the  College  have  the  ad- 
vantage of  obtaining  a  preceptor  already  fami- 
liarized to  the  course  of  education  and  studies 
which  the  Principal  is  pursuing. 

The  Council  have  also  deemed  it  expedient 
to   place  the   [)upils  of  the  junior  department 
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under  the  same  roof  with  the  senior  students. 
At  the  time  of  the  first  separation  of  the  two 
departments,  the  Council  had  regarded  this 
union  as  inconvenient ;  but  upon  closer  exami- 
nation, they  have  since  found  it  both  practicable 
and  attended  with  many  advantages.  It  is  con- 
siderably more  oeconomical  than  the  former 
plan,  the  apartments  destined  for  study  are  more 
commodious  than  in  the  last  situation ;  greater 
facility  is  given  for  the  masters  of  the  junior 
department  to  confer  with  the  Principal  and 
Vice- Principal  upon  any  occasion  which  requires 
advice ;  the  Principal  can  more  easily  inspect 
and  judge  of  the  progress  of  the  pupils  in  the 
junior  department,  and  exercise  over  it  a  more 
vigilant  superintendance  than  he  could  while  it 
was  separate ;  and  at  the  same  time  that  the 
situation  of  the  building  is  more  eligible,  a  very 
perfect  separation  between  the  students  of  the 
two  departments  is  still  maintained,  thus  pre- 
serving the  object  which  was  aimed  at  in  the 
former  location  of  the  junior  students. 

It  may  also  be  here  fitly  mentioned,  that  by 
a  slight  alteration,  the  Council  have  converted 
the  garden  of  the  College  to  a  very  convenient 
and  spacious  place  for  exercise  and  recreation, 
the  benefit  of  which  is  extended  to  the  students 
of  the  junior,  as  well  as  of  the  senior  depart- 
ment, but  at  distinct  hours  of  the  day. 
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The  Council  with  pleasure  perceive  that  since 
the  termination  of  the  last  recess,  the  discipline 
of  the  junior  department  of  the  College  has 
greatly  improved,  and  they  fully  believe  that 
under  the  recent  arrangements,  all  the  progress 
will  be  made  in  that  respect  which  they  can 
wish  for.  Among  other  points  conducive  to  dis- 
cipline, it  may  be  mentioned,  that  the  College 
having  met  with  a  good  and  efficient  servant  in 
the  station  of  Porter,  who  has  an  essential  part 
to  perform  in  noting  the  times  of  attendance  and 
departure  of  each  student ;  he  now  discharges 
that  duty  with  respect  not  only  to  the  senior, 
but  also  to  the  junior  students,  the  times  of 
whose  attendance  and  departure  were,  during 
the  separation  of  the  two  classes,  not  always  so 
strictly  controlled  as  might  have  been  wished. 

The  Council  dwell  with  heartfelt  pleasure  on 
the  report  which  they  receive  from  the  Principal 
and  Vice-Principal,  that  the  senior  department 
of  the  College  is  in  a  most  excellent  condition  as 
to  intellectual  attainments,  moral  habits,  indus- 
try, good  discipline,  and  gentleman-like  conduct. 

With  regard  to  literary  improvement,  their 
proficiency  shewn  at  the  annual  examinations 
held  at  the  College  on  the  28th,  29th,  and  30th 
of  June  last  was  extremely  satisfactory,  and  the 
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Council  felt  sincere  pleasure  in  bestowing  the 
prizes  awarded  by  the  Visitor  and  Professors. 

The  Council  consider  it  no  small  aid  towards 
the  attainment  of  these  objects,  that  a  strict  de- 
gree of  friendship  and  cordial  co-operation  prevail 
among  all  the  gentlemen  who  lend  their  labors 
to  the  work  of  instruction  in  this  institution. 

Your  Council  also  mention  with  unfeigned  ap- 
probation, that  throughout  the  College  the  duties 
of  every  day  are  commenced  by  the  public  read- 
ing of  a  portion  of  the  Holy  Scriptures  to  the 
senior  students  by  the  Principal,  and  to  the  junior 
students  by  the  Head  Master  of  their  department. 

The  Council  have  further  to  announce  a  fact, 
which  with  reference  to  students  coming  from 
the  sister  island,  from  Wales,  and  fi'om  other 
distant  parts  is  not  unimportant,  namely,  that 
two  boarding  establishments  for  the  reception  of 
students  are  now  open,  under  the  superintendance 
of  gentlemen  connected  with  the  College;  the 
one  being  under  the  charge  of  the  Vice-Principal, 
Mr.  Butterton,  the  other  of  the  Under-Mas- 
ter, Mr.  Coles  ;  the  terms  of  these  gentlemen 
are  different,  and  may  be  learned  from  the  Clerk 
of  the  Council  at  the  College ;  both  the  houses 
are  situate  in  airy,  healthy,  and  convenient  po- 
sitions, and  at  short  distances  from  the  College. 
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Other  gentlemen,  not  immediately  connected 
with  the  College,  are  desirous  to  receive  boarders, 
whose  addresses  and  terms  may  also  be  obtained 
at  the  College. 

The  Council  announce  with  satisfaction,  that 
the  number  of  the  students  which  at  the  date  of 
the  last  annual  report  was  only  42,  is  increased 
to  63,  namely,  in  the  senior  department  37,  and 
in  the  junior  department,  notwithstanding  the 
unfavorable  circumstance  previously  alluded  to, 
26.  And  that  from  the  sound  and  good  state  in 
which  the  whole  establishment  is  now  proceed- 
ing, there  is  every  reasonable  prospect  that  pro- 
gressive increase  of  numbers  will  rapidly  take 
place :  so  soon  as  the  College  shall  obtain  an 
accession  equal  to  one  half  of  its  present  numbers, 
it  will  be  in  a  condition  to  support  itself  without 
further  pecuniary  assistance. 

The  Council  therefore  respectfully  urge  upon 
every  proprietor  of  a  share  who  receives  this 
report,  the  duty  of  nominating  at  least  one  student 
to  the  College.

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BRISTOL  COLLEGE  EXAMINATION. 

(From  the  Mirror  of  2nd  July,  1831.^ 


On  Monday,  Tuesday,  and  Wednesday  last,  the  whole  of  the 
students  underwent  a  private  examination,  conducted  on  the  Cam- 
bridge plan,  by  written  translations  and  answers  to  questions  in  the 
subjects  with  which  they  had  been  occupied  since  the  opening  of 
the  College  in  January  lust.  On  Thursday,  those  who  had  most 
distinguished  themselves  were  publicly  examined  vim  voce  by  the 
Rev.  W.  D.  Conybeare  the  Visitor,  the  Principal  and  Vice-Prin- 
cipal, and  the  Head-Master  of  the  junior  department ;  some  of  the 
papers  also,  which  they  had  written  during  the  preceding  days,  were 
handed  round  to  the  company  in  their  uncorrected  state.  The 
theological  and  classical  part  of  the  public  examination,  consisted 
in  construing  passages  from  the  Greek  Testament,  Pindar,  iEschy- 
lus,  Plato,  Aristophanes,  Thucydides,  and  Juvenal,  and  answering 
questions  in  them  of  precisely  the  same  kind  as  are  usually  proposed 
at  the  Universities.  A  junior  student  was  also  examined  in  the 
Memorabilia  of  Xenophon.  Some  of  the  subjects,  viz.  Tacitus," 
Horace,  Virgil's  Georgics,  Sophocle||  Euripides,  and  Xenophon's 
Anabasis,  were  necessarily  passed  over  for  want  of  time.  Two  of 
the  students  were  examined  in  mathematics,  one  in  plane  and  solid 
geometry,  algebra,  trigonometry,  the  differential  and  integral  cal- 
culus and  mechanics;  the  other  in  plane  geometry  and  algebra. 
Three  were  examined  in  Locke. 

One  of  the  students  recited  an  excellent  poem  which  he  had 
composed  on  Belshazzar's  Feast,  and  another  a  translation  into 
Greek  Iambics  of  Hamlet's  Soliloquy  on  Death. 

The  prizes  (given  by  the  Council)  and  certificates  of  honour, 
were  adjudged  as  follows  : — 

In  Greek  Testament — Prize  to  Prichard,  sen. ;  certificates  of 
honour  to  Clark,  Fripp,  and  Swayne,  sen..  Carpenter,  Baker, 
and  CoLTHURST. 
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In  Classics — Prizes  to  Pricfiard,  sen.,  Clark,  Fripp,  Nash, 
and  Brett;  certificates  of  honour  to  *  Swayne,  sen.,  Surrage, 
CoLTHURST,  Prichard,  Jan.,  HoLDEN,  Ravenmill,  *Swayne, 
jun.,  ftloRGAN,  and  Belfour. 

In  Mathematics — Prizes  to  Acland  and  Clark  ;  certificate  of 
honour  to  Fripp. 

In  Metaphysics — No  prizes  adjudged  ;  certificates  of  honour  to 
Baker,  Clark,  and  Hill. 

In  English  Composition — Prize  to  Baker;  certificates  of  honour 
to  Woodland  and  Swayne,  sen. 

In  French — Prizes  to  Grant  and  Brett;  certificates  of  honour 
to  Surrage,  Thomas,  Nash,  Swayne,  jun.,  Prowse  and  Bell. 

Perhaps  the  most  interesting  part  of  the  proceedings  was  the 
examination  of  the  junior  student  (Brett),  who  has  received  the 
whole  of  his  classical  education  at  the  College  (Latin  within  the 
last  few  weeks).  His  excellent  performance  tells  a  plain  unvar- 
nished tale,  and  we  trust  we  may  hail  it  as  a  fair  sample  of

The  advertised  Summons  for  the  Meeting, 
and  the  Proceedings  of  the  last  Annual  Meet- 
ing, having  l)een  read  by  Mr.  S.  S.  Wayte, 
the  Chairman  read  the  Report  of  the  Council, 
and  the  Treasurer  the  Account  of  the  Income 
and  Expenditure  for  1832.

The  Chairman  having  left  the  Chair,  the 
same  was  taken  by  Mr.  James  Fripp,  when  the 
Thanks  of  the  Meeting  were  unanimously  voted 
to  Mr.  Taunton,  for  his  kindness  in  taking 
the  Chair,  and  his  able  conduct  therein. 


REPORT. 


The  Council,  on  reviewing  their  transactions 
during  the  last  year,  have  to  report  that  within 
that  period  strong  proof  has  been  elicited  of 
the  utility  and  rapid  advancement  of  the  Bris- 
tol College.  The  number  of  Students,  which, 
at  the  date  of  the  last  Annual  Report,  was 
only  63,  is  now  87  ;  namely,  50  in  the  senior 
department,  and  37  in  the  junior  ;  and  this  too, 
notwithstanding  some  unfavourable  circum- 
stances, which  are  not  likely  to  recur.  The 
total  augmentation,  therefore,  is  more  than  a 
third  on  the  former  number,  and  it  is  still 
increasing,  so  that  a  reasonable  hope  may  be 
entertained  that  the  income  of  the  current  year 
will  prove  fully  adequate  to  the  expenses  of 
the  establishment. 

Several  events  of  a  local  and  public  nature, 
and  none  more  so  than  the  late  prevalence  of 
the  Cholera,  have  doubtless  in  some  degree 
operated  to  retard  the  progressive  prosperity 
of  the  College,  as  well  as  that  of  other  similar 
institutions  ;  and  it  is  to  such  causes  that  the 
necessity  of  a  further  call  upon  the  proprietors 
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of  £5  on  their  respective  shares,  is  to  be  attri- 
buted. Your  Council  would  press  this  upon 
your  attention,  and  request  those  Members 
who  have  not  already  paid  up  their  instalments 
to  do  so  without  delay.  With  regard  to  the 
general  discipline  and  good  morals  of  the 
Students,  your  Council  are  enabled  to  speak  in 
the  most  honourable  terms ;  while  the  advance- 
ment of  both  the  senior  and  junior  pupils  in 
sound  and  useful  learning,  reflects  equal  credit 
upon  their  instructors  and  themselves. 

The  public  and  private  examinations  have 
contributed  to  this  result  in  so  considerable  a 
measure,  as  to  command  the  approbation  of 
some  distinguished  individuals  not  at  all  con- 
nected with  the  College.  The  Principal  hav- 
ing, with  the  full  concurrence  of  the  Reverend 
and  Learned  Visitor,  strongly  represented  to 
the  Council  that  the  appointment  of  another 
Mathematical  Instructor  was  essential  in  the 
senior  department,  such  an  officer  has  accord- 
ingly been  nominated,  with  the  title  of  Mathe- 
matical Professor,  which  was  formerly  held  by 
the  Vice  Principal.  The  only  difficulty  felt 
in  reference  to  this  matter  has  been  removed 
by  the  liberality  of  the  gentlemen  just  alluded 
to,  who  have  undertaken  to  defray  the  charges 
of  the  appointment,  until  funds,  derived  from 
the  annual  payments  of  Students,  shall  be 
sufficient  for  that  purpose. 
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Under  these  circumstances,  the  Council  had 
no  hesitation  in  electing  to  that  office  Mr. 
Frederick  W.  H.  Jerrard,  B.A.,  a  gentleman 
nearly  connected  with  the  Principal,  and  emi- 
nently qualified  for  the  situation,  having 
obtained  the  distinction  of  a  high  place  among 
the  wranglers  of  his  year.  Your  Council  have 
great  satisfaction  in  expressing  their  confident 
hope,  that  his  relationship  to  the  Principal 
w  ill  promote  that  unanimity  among  the  gentle- 
men engaged  in  the  work  of  education  in  the 
College,  so  essentially  requisite  for  securing 
the  objects  of  their  labours. 

Your  Council  would  again  direct  your  notice 
to  the  statement  of  the  last  report,  that  Board- 
ing-Houses  are  open  for  the  reception  of  Stu- 
dents from  a  distance.  An  additional  one  has 
been  established  during  the  past  year,  closely 
adjacent  to  the  College,  under  the  care  of 
Mrs.  Gardiner ;  and  it  may  be  repeated,  that 
in  all  of  them  the  utmost  attention  is  paid  to 
the  moral  and  religious  welfare  of  the  Students. 

In  conclusion,  your  Council  would  venture 
to  expostulate  with  those  who  still  entertain 
prejudices  against  our  institution.  It  is  true 
that  such  prepossessions  are  fast  disappearing, 
as  our  intentions  and  plans  become  more  and 
more  developed  ;  yet  as  their  existence  in  any 
degree  is  to  be  regretted,  your  Council  would 
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fearlessly  invite  a  comparison  with  other  public 
establishments  for  education,  satisfied  that  the 
result  of  such  an  examination  will  be  in  no 
wise  to  the  disadvantage  of  the  College.

BRISTOL  COLLEGE  EXAMINATION. 


Tlie  Students  of  the  Senior  Department  of  the  College  were 
publicly  examiued  by  the  Visitor,  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Conybeare,  the 
Principal,  and  Vice-Principal,  on  Wednesday  and  Thursday,  the 
27th  and  28th  of  June,  after  having  undergone  a  very  strict  private 
examination  during  several  preceding  days ;  and  we  cannot  give 
a  better  idea  of  the  proceedings  on  this  interesting  occasion  than  by 
referring  to  the  remarks  of  the  Visitor,  previously  to  his  distribution 
of  the  Prizes. 

He  commenced  by  expressing  his  high  gratification  at  the  result 
of  the  second  trial  of  this  Institution,  as  evinced  in  the  examination 
just  closed.  He  observed  that  the  first  place  had  been  properly 
assigned  to  the  grammatical  and  historical  illustration  of  the  Greek 
text  of  the  New  Testament — the  high  importance  of  which  had  been 
forcibly  maintained  by  Luther,  as  subservient  to  the  great  object  of  the 
study  of  the  Sacred  Scriptures,  their  spiritual  application.  It  afforded 
him  peculiar  pleasure  that  the  principle  of  exact  interpretation  had 
been  extended  to  the  original  text  of  the  Old  Testament,  by  the  for- 
mation of  a  Hebrew  Class.  He  then  dwelt  on  the  exact  and  Scholar- 
like knowledge  of  the  Greek  and  Latin  Languages,  which  had  been 
displayed  in  the  Middle  Class,  and  observed  that  every  one  present 
must  have  been  struck  with  the  manner  in  which  they  had  grappled 
with  the  difficulties  of  Sophocles  and  Demosthenes,  and  answered 
the  numerous  questions  proposed  to  them  in  the  higher  departments 
of  criticism — a  circumstance  the  more  remarkable  when  it  was 
remembered  that  most  of  this  Class  had  brought  to  the  College  a 
very  slender  stock  of  classical  information  ;  and  that  one  of  them, 
who  had  now  gained  a  Prize  in  the  Second  Division,  had  actually 
commenced  the  first  rudiments  of  Greek  and  Latin  Grammar  within 
the  walls  of  the  College  less  than  a  year  and  a  half  ago.  Nothing 
more  could  be  required  to  satisfy  them  of  the  admirable  nature  and 
great  efiiciency  of  the  plan  of  instruction  pursued  (of  which  he,  as 
Visitor,  might  be  permitted  to  speak),  in  which  the  maxim  "legere 
tnultum  non  multa"  bad  been  acted  upon  with  gieat  success.     Ha 
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could  not,  however,  forbear  noticing  the  wide  range  of  information 
on  the  higher  branches  of  Chissical  Literatnre  which  had  l)een  shewn 
by  the  Senior  Class. 

He  now  came  to  Mathematics — and  here  he  must  observe  that  he 
considered  the  system  (the  operation  of  which  lie  had  not  before  had 
an  opportunity  of  witnessing)  of  demonstrating  the  propositions  of 
Geometry  viva  voce,  and  without  the  assistance  either  of  letters  or  of 
diagrams,  as  affording  a  peculiar  and  most  useful  exercise  of  the 
mind,  and  as  a  most  effectual  means  of  acquiring  and  evincing  a 
complete  command  of  the  subject.  As  a  proof  of  the  great  progress 
that  had  been  made,  he  thought  it  right  to  state,  that  none  of  the 
Students  had  entered  the  College  with  more  than  a  very  slight 
acquaintance  with  the  Elements  of  Euclid  and  Algebra ;  and  yet 
that  some  of  them  were  now,  as  had  been  seen,  far  advanced  in 
Astronomy,  and  were  also  put  in  possession  of  the  principles  of  that 
powerful  analysis  which  was  the  only  key  to  the  penetralia  of 
Physical  Science. 

He  then  spoke  of  the  Compositions  which  they  had  heard  recited, 
and  thought  that  their  excellence  was  to  be  attributed  to  the  judicious 
plan  of  encouraging  not  forcing  talent,  and  of  permitting  the 
Students  to  choose  those  subjects  to  which  their  own  taste  directed 
them. 

But,  continued  the  Rev.  Gentleman,  I  have  hitherto  been 
expressing  opinions,  which  may  be  controverted — I  now  come  to 
decisive  facts  in  favour  of  our  Institution,  and  which  must  be 
allowed  to  establish  its  reputation — I  allude  to  the  brilliant  success  of 
our  Students  at  both  the  Universities.  This,  he  remarked,  could  not 
be  treated  as  the  fiction  of  an  advocate,  but  must  be  allowed  to  be  the 
result  of  the  system  brought  to  a  trial  under  circumstances  of  very 
severe  competition. 

He  then  mentioned  that  while  at  Oxford  he  had  been  informed  by 
one  of  the  Examiners  of  Trinity  College,  that  Dr.  Prichard's  son  had 
been  opposed  by  thirty-tivo  competitors,  including  several  dis- 
tinguished University  men,  and  many  from  the  Public  Schools,  and 
that  he  was  very  far  superior  to  them  all ;  and  although  the  acquire- 
ments and  abilities  which  the  son  of  such  a  father  brought  to  the 
College,  had  left  little  more  in  the  power  of  its  officers  than  by  means 
of  their  University  experience  to  direct  previous  attainments  to 
points  most  efficient  in  academic  trials,  yet  that  young  gentleman  had 
expressed  himself  most  grateful  for  the  able  assistance  which  he  had 
received  from  theua. 
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He  had  also  the  authority  of  the  Principal  for  stating  that  Mr. 
Acland's  success  in  Mathematics  at  Cambridge  had  been  scarcely 
less  distinguished,  he  having  been  decidedhj  the  first  of  his  year  at 
Caius  College,  and  that  his  Examiners  had  remarked  on  the  great 
advantage  which  he  had  evidently  derived  from  his  training  at  the 
Bristol  College. 

Mr.  Conybeare  then  called  attention  to  a  fundamental  Rule  of  this 
Institution,  viz.,  that  no  Student  could  be  a  candidate  for  any 
literary  distinction  whatever,  whose  morals  and  general  conduct 
were  not  perfectly  free  from  reproach  ;  and  concluded  by  saying  that 
it  was  delightful  to  observe  the  harmony  which  existed  between  the 
Officers  themselves,  and  between  them  and  the  Council,  who  having 
chosen  a  Principal  and  Vice-Principal,  on  whom  they  could  place 
the  most  implicit  reliance,  had  wisely  left  to  them  the  entire  manage- 
ment of  every  thing  relating  to  education  and  discipline. 

He  then  distributed  the  Prizes  and  Certificates  of  Honour  as

Certificates  of  Honour,  to  Baker,  Bompas,  Sen.,  Swayne, 
Nicholson,  Lean,  Lewis,  Daubeny,  Nash,  Bell,  Ravenhill, 
Jameson,  and  Fussell.

In  Hebrew :  Prize  to  Sibly. 
In  French:    Prizes  to   Surrage   and    Prowse.      Certificates    of 

Honour  to  Carpenter,  Nash,  Foster,  and  Sibly. 
In  German :  Prizes  to  Clark  and  Baker. 

The  Subjects  of  the  Senior  Class  in  Classics  were — Ranse  of 
Aristophanes,  *Prometheus  Vinctus  of  iEschylus,  Portions  of  the 
First  Book  of  Thucydides  and  of  the  Phaedo  of  Plato,  *Agricola  of 
Tacitus,  First  Georgic  of  Virgil,  and  Ars  Poetica  of  Horace.  Of  the 
Second  Division   of  the  Middle  Class — Portions  of  the  *Qi;dipus 
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Tyrannus  of  Sophocles,  aud  of  *l)emosthenes  de  Coroua,  First, 
Fourth,  and  Tenth  Satires  of  the  First  Book  and  part  of  the  Ars 
Poetica  of  Horace,  *First  and  *Second  Orations  of  Cicero  against 
Catiline. 

The  First  Division  of  the  Middle  Class  were  examined  in  the  Subjects 
marked  thus*. 

The  Mathematical  Subjects  examined  in  were — For  the  Senior 
Class :  Diflferenlial  Calculus  and  Astronomy,  including  the  Principles 
of  Plane  and  Spherical  Trigonometry,  Logarithms,  &c.  For  the 
Middle  Class — Euclid,  to  the  end  of  Sixth  Book,  Algehra  to  Qua- 
dratic Equations,  and  Arithmetic.  For  the  Junior  Class — Euclid, 
First  and  Second  Books,  First  Principles  of  Algehra  and  Arithmetic. 


The  Students  of  the  Junior  Department  of  the  Institution  also 
underwent  an  Examination,  the  public  part  of  which  took  place  on 
Friday  and  on  Saturday  Morning,  June  29th  aud  30th,  and  was  con- 
ducted by  the  Principal  and  Vice-Principal  of  the  College,  and 
by  the  Head  and  Assistant  Master  of  this  Department. 

The  Principal  (immediately  before  he  distributed  tlie  Prizes) 
remarked,  that  whether  he  looked  to  the  accuracy  of  the  information 
displayed  by  the  Students,  in  the  various  subjects  which  had  occupied 
their  attention,  or  to  what  he  considered  of  still  higher  importance, 
the  manner  in  which  the  faculties  of  their  minds  had  been  called  into 
exercise,  he  saw  abundant  reason  for  congratulating  the  Council  on 
their  having  provided  means  of  instruction  for  those  who  were  either 
too  young  or  too  little  advanced  in  their  Studies  to  be  admitted  to  the 
Senior  Department.  To  that  Department  some  of  those  in  the  First 
Class  would  soon  be  removed,  and  he  for  his  part  would  feel  the 
greatest  confidence  in  staking  the  credit  of  the  whole  plan  of 
instruction  pursued  at  the  College  on  their  future  progress,  so  firmly 
had  the  foundations  of  their  knowledge  been  laid,  and  so  well  and 
ably  had  the  Officers,  to  whose  care  they  had  hitherto  been  chiefly 
committed,  discharged  the  trust  reposed  in  them. 

But  there  was  another  point  to  which  he  referred  with  feelings  of 
still  higher  gratification  than  even  (o  their  progress  in  learning,  and 
that  was  to  the  state  of  discipline  which  prevailed  among  them. 
Ever  since  the  Junior  had  been  brought  under  the  same  roof  with 
the  Senior  Students,  he  could  affirm,  both  from  personal  observation 
and  also  from  the  reports  which  were  every  week  submitted  to  him, 
that  their  conduct  as  a  body  had  been  highly  exemplary ;  and  it  was 
peculiarly  g^tifying  to  remark,  that  those  among  them  who  at  the 
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time  of  their  entraace  had  seemed  disposed  to  treat  the  mild  system 
of  discipline  which  was  estahlished  (from  which  it  was  known  that 
corporal  punishment  was  entirely  excluded)  with  disregard,  had  soon, 
from  the  influence  of  example,  and  from  the  manner  in  which  that 
system  was  carried  into  effect,  afforded  the  happiest  instances  of  its 
results.  He  concluded  by  strongly  impressing  on  their  minds  that 
the  great  end  of  education  was  moral  and  religious  improvement, 
•without  which  it  was  impossible  that  their  advancement  in  learning 
could  be  viewed  with  pleasure  by  their  instructors,  or  be  a  source  of 
honour  and  happiness  to  themselves.

S WAYNE  seconded  the  previous  question,  which 
was  carried.

The  Chairman  having  left  the  Chair,  the  same 
was  taken  by  Capt.  Prescott,  when  the 
thanks  of  the  Meeting  were  unanimously  voted 
to  the  Rev.  Walker  Gray  for  his  kindness  in 
taking  the  Chair,  and  for  his  able  conduct  therein. 


II  E  PORT. 


The  Council  have  little  more  to  report  for  the 
last  year,  than  a  gradual  success  attendant  on 
the  object  of  their  Institution.  The  number  of 
students,  which  at  the  period  of  their  last  yearly 
report  was  only  87,  is  now  102  ;  namely,  36  in 
the  senior  department,  and  66  in  the  junior  de- 
partment. Under  the  circumstances  of  an  in- 
creased number  of  students,  the  Council  deemed 
it  expedient  to  appoint  an  assistant  master  in  the 
junior  department  of  the  College,  who  should 
teach  geography,  history,  arithmetic,  writing, 
reading,  and  the  rudiments  of  Greek  and  Latin 
grammar ;  and  out  of  five  gentlemen  who  pre- 
sented themselves  as  candidates  for  that  office, 
the  Council  selected  Mr.  Samuel  Charles,  and 
have  since  found  reason  to  be  highly  satisfied 
with  their  choice. 

Notwithstanding  the  increase  of  expence  which 
this  further  appointment  has  occasioned  the 
Council,  they  have  the  pleasure  of  announcing 
that  the  receipts  of  the  College,  arising  from  the 
payments  made  by  the  students,  are  now  suffi- 
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cient  to  defray  the  current  expences  of  the 
College.  Under  these  circumstances,  as  a  con- 
siderable balance  at  present  remains  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer,  the  Council  have  thought  it 
perfectly  safe  to  allow  a  payment  of  interest  to  be 
called  for  at  the  rate  of  £4  per  cent,  per  annum, 
on  the  sums  which  the  shareholders  have  dis- 
bursed in  aid  of  the  College  during  its  infancy, 
and  to  be  computed  from  the  time  when  such 
sums  were  respectively  advanced.  And  they 
have  every  reason  to  expect  that  the  increasing- 
prosperity  of  the  College,  will  authorise  the  con- 
tinuance of  such  payment  of  interest  at  succes- 
sive periods  of  two  years. 

It  being  proved  that  not  only  inhabitants  of 
Bristol,  but  numerous  persons  residing  at  a  dis- 
tance are  solicitous  to  communicate  to  their  sons 
the  benefit  of  an  education  at  the  Bristol  Col- 
lege; and  such  persons  being  naturally  and  justly 
anxious  to  secure  a  residence  for  their  sons  in  a 
house  where  the  morals  of  the  students  may  be 
under  due  control  and  superintendence,  the 
Council  have  much  pleasure  in  stating  that  the 
Vice-Principal,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Butterton,  conti- 
nues to  receive  students  into  his  family ;  and  the 
Council  will  at  all  times  feel  it  their  duty  to 
exact  from  some  one  of  the  officers  of  the  Col- 
lege, that  he  shall  be  prepared  to  furnish  the 
same  important  accommodation. 

The  Council  feel  that  every  suggestion,  having 
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for  its  object  an  increase  of  the  advantages  which 
the  course  of  education  pursued  at  the  College 
now  happily  confers  on  the  pupils  belonging  to 
it,  must  meet  with  the  ready  and  anxious  atten- 
tion of  the  general  body  of  proprietors  ;  and 
therefore  they  think  no  apology  is  required  for 
explaining  somewhat  in  detail,  the  question  of  a 
proposed  addition  to  the  present  plan  of  instruc- 
tion, of  a  school  of  medicine.  It  is  commonly 
known,  that  during  the  last  year  an  association 
of  professional  gentlemen  was  entered  into,  under 
whose  auspices  a  medical  school  has  been  estab- 
lished in  this  city ;  and  though  it  is  yet  in  its 
infancy,  your  Council  are  informed  that  the  basis 
on  which  it  rests,  is  likely  to  give  it  permanency. 
It  will  doubtless,  also,  be  within  the  recollection 
of  the  shareholders  of  this  Institution,  that  it 
was  at  its  commencement  designed  to  extend  the 
branches  of  learning,  which  would  through  its 
means  be  made  accessible  to  the  public,  as  far 
as  possible ;  and  with  a  view  to  that  result,  your 
Council  have  accordingly  duly  considered  the 
situation  they  are  placed  in,  as  curators  of  the 
College,  by  the  origination  of  the  Medical  School. 
The  faculty  conducting  the  school,  have  had 
communications  with  the  Council,  respecting  an 
union  of  it  with  the  College,  founding  their  opi- 
nion of  the  benefit  of  such  an  union  to  both 
Institutions,  on  the  belief  that  it  would  assist 
their  efficiency,  by  enabling  each  to  assume  a 
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stronger   and   more   important   position    in   the 
public  estimation,   than    could  be  attained  by 
either  while  remaining  separate ;  and  your  Coun- 
cil deem  the  subject  worthy  of  inquiry  and  ma- 
ture reflection,  especially  since  the  existence  of 
the  school  in  question,  as  a  distinct  establish- 
ment, may  possibly  render  a  similar  one  con- 
nected with  the  College  of  doubtful  utility,  and 
thus  virtually  exclude  that  particular  branch  of 
professional  instruction  from  its  walls  :  whereas, 
in  the  event  of  a  consolidation  of  the  two  Insti- 
tutions,   arrangements   might   be    effected    for 
allowing  the  College  students,  who  were  so  in- 
clined, to  attend  the  medical  courses  upon  ad- 
vantageous terms,  while  a  corresponding  benefit 
might  be  allowed  to  any  professional  students, 
who  should  desire  to  improve  their  acquaintance 
with   general   literature.      The   faculty   of  the 
Medical  School  propose  that  the  present  asso- 
ciated lecturers  in  it,  shall  be  appointed  lecturers 
to  the  College,  by  the  Council  of  which  all  future 
appointments  are  to  be  eff'ectually  controlled ; 
and  it  is  wished,  that  in  any  scheme  of  a  build- 
ing for  the  College,  the  erection  of  appropriate 
rooms  for  carrying  on  the  various  divisions  of 
medical  instruction  should  be  included.      The 
mutual  relations  of  the  Council  and  the  lecturers, 
however,  should  the  union  take  place,  must  be 
matter  of  ulterior  arrangement ;  and  your  Coun- 
cil are  impressed  with  such  a  sense  of  the  neces- 
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sity  of  caution,  as  respects  the  entire  subject, 
that  they  have  not  ventured  to  recommend  any 
decided  step  in  regard  to  it,  but  have  merely  re- 
solved that  the  shareholders  shall  be  requested, 
if  they  see  no  objection  to  do  so,  to  grant  the 
Council  power  to  form  a  junction  with  the  school, 
in  case  it  shall  seem  at  any  time  conducive  to 
the  welfare  of  the  College ;  and  the  Council  will 
not  further  allude  to  this  topic,  than  to  assure  the 
proprietors,  that  the  utmost  care  shall  be  be- 
stowed in  ascertaining  the  merits  of  the  question, 
previously  to  a  final  determination  of  it. 

The  Council  see  good  reason  to  be  satisfied 
with  the  progress  of  the  Institution.  Unfounded 
prejudices  are  fast  disappearing ;  and  the  prac- 
tical utility  of  the  College,  which  is  hourly  ex- 
perienced, is  widely  spreading  a  favourable  sen- 
timent towards  us,  amongst  all  classes  of  the 
community.

BRISTOL  COLLEGE  EXAMINATION. 


On  the  19th  and  20th  of  June,  those  students  of  the  senior  de- 
partment, who  had  so  far  distinguished  themselves  at  the  private 
examination,  (which  had  taken  place  during'  the  preceding  week) 
as  to  be  entitled  to  compete  for  prizes  and  certificates  of  honour, 
were  publicly  examined  by  the  Principal,  Vice-Principal,  and 
Mathematical  Professor.  The  Visitor,  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Conybeare, 
was  unfortunately  prevented  from  being  present  by  severe  indis- 
position. It  was  stated  by  the  Principal,  as  a  fact  strikingly  indi- 
cative of  the  general  proficiency  of  the  students,  that  in  those 
subjects  which  the  middle  class  had  more  especially  prepared,  viz. 
the  Germania  of  Tacitus,  the  thirteenth  and  fourteenth  Satires  of 
Juvenal,  and  half  of  the  Antigone  of  Sophocles,  not  one  of  their 
entire  number  (seventeen)  had  missed  a  single  construction,  (indeed 
scarcely  even  the  English  of  a  single  word)  although  they  had  all 
been  required  to  produce  written  translations  of  a  great  variety  of 
passages  from  these  authors. 

He  also  mentioned  that  the  certificates  of  honour  were  given  for 
absolute,  not  relative  merit,  and  that  the  standard  necessary  for 
obtaining  them  was  a  high  one ;  and  that  therefore  the  number  of 
them  to  be  awarded  on  this  occasion,  would  prove  how  highly 
satisfactory  to  the  Examiners  had  been  the  progress  of  the  students. 

In  alluding  to  the  great  success  of  the  students  of  the  Bristol 
College  at  the  Universities,  he  thought  it  was  but  justice  to  state, 
that  all  the  scholarships  which  they  had  gained  were  perfectly  open 
to  competition,  and  not,  as  had  been  insinuated,  confined  to  par- 
ticular counties  or  districts. 

The  prize  poems  and  essays,  which  were  recited,  were  received 
with  much  applause.  Among  the  mathematical  subjects,  were  the 
Diflferential  and  Integral  Calculus,  and  Brinkley's  Astronomy. 
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The  prizes  aiul  certificates  of  honour  were  distributed  us  foU 
low : —

Immediately  after  the  examination  had  terminated,  specimens  of 
the  translations,  essays,  &c.  of  the  students,  were  sent  to  the  Rev. 
Visitor ;  and  a  letter  has  been  received  from  him  by  the  Principal, 
in  which  he  speaks  in  the  strongest  terms  of  approbation  of  the 
efficiency  of  the  system  of  instruction  pursued,  as  manifested  by 
its  results,  and  says,  "  the  progress  of  the  students  has  exceeded 
my  expectations,  sanguine  as  these  have  ever  been."

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EXAMINATION  AT  THE  JUNIOR  DEPARTMENT  OF 
THE  COLLEGE. 

The  iniblic  part  of  the  Examination  of  the  Students  took  place 
on  the  26th  and  27th  of  June.  Their  Greek  and  Latin  subjects 
were  part  of  the  Gospel  of  St.  John,  Walker's  Lucian,  Caesar's 
Commentaries,  and  selections  from  Ovid's  Epistles.  The  Mathe- 
matical subjects  of  the  first  class,  were  the  first  and  third  Books  of 
Euclid,  Algebra,  and  Arithmetic :  those  of  the  second  class,  the 
first  Book  of  Euclid,  Arithmetic,  and  the  first  principles  of  Alge- 
bra. Some  questions  of  rather  a  complicated  nature  in  mental 
arithmetic,  having-  been  proposed  to  them  by  the  Principal,  were 
answered  with  great  promptness,  and  the  process  of  arriving  at  eacli 
result  was  very  clearly  explained.  Some  few  of  them  were  able  to 
demonstrate  the  Propositions  of  Euclid,  viva  voce,  and  without  the 
assistance  of  diagrams. 

At  the  close  of  the  Examination  the  Principal  "eraarked,  that 
another  year's  experience  had  convinced  the  officers  of  the  College 
of  the  possibility  of  governing  a  large  number*  of  youthful  stu- 
dents, without  having  recourse  to  personal  chastisement.  It  had 
also  satisfied  them,  that  they  were  gradually  approaching  towards 
the  solution  of  an  important  jiroblem  in  education,  in  which  they 
were  all  anxiously  engaged,  viz.  how  to  maintain  a  high  state  of 
discipline,  with  the  least  possible  amount  of  punishment.  For  it 
appeared  from  the  register  of  the  punishments  at  this  department, 
that  the  number  of  hours  during  which  the  students  were  subjected 
to  confinement  ior  misconduct,  was  every  month  diminishing  :  and 
with  respect  to  reports  to  parents,  (the  frequency  of  which  had  at 
one  time  been  complained  of)  they  had  now  become  so  extremely 
rare,  that  only  one  had  been  made  since  the  commencement  of  the 
term  (the  17th  January).  As  to  expulsion,  it  had  not  been  once 
necessary  to  resort  to  it,  or  even  to  temporary  suspension  from  the 
College,  during  the  past  year. 

Thus,  he  said,  might  this  mild  system  of  discipline,  notwith- 
standing the  great  difficulties  which,  for  some  time,  attended  its 
adoption  at  the  junior  department,  be  now  considered  as  firmly 
established  at  the  College.     And  stripping  education  a.>  it  did  of

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its  rao6t  discouraging  accompaniment,  and  addressing  itself  almost 
wholly  to  the  reason  and  best  feelings  of  the  students,  it  had  al- 
ready produced  the  most  gratifying  effects  upon  their  general  con- 
duct. Its  results  were  visible  in  the  high  and  manly  tone  of 
feeling  which  prevailed  among  them ;  in  the  confidence  they  re- 
posed in  their  instructors ;  in  their  general  love  of  learning,  (of 
which  he  thought  the  examination  just  closed  had  afforded  abundant 
evidence ;)  and  in  their  mild  and  gentlemanlike  behaviour  towards 
each  other.  On  this  last  point  he  dwelt  at  some  length.  Personal 
quarrels,  he  said,  were  extremely  unfrequent  among  them,  and 
were  regarded  by  them  with  great  disfavour,  as  degrading  to  the 
character  to  which  they  all  aspired,  that  of  gentlemen  and  scholars. 
He  concluded  by  adverting  to  the  means  employed  for  securing 
the  religious  improvement  of  the  students.

ANNUAL  MEETING. 


At  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Shareholders 
of  the  Bristol  College,  held  in  the  Lecture 
Room  of  the  College,  on  Thursday,  the  ^6lh 
February,  1S35,  agreeably  to  the  Laws  and 
Regulations. 

The  rev.  THE  VISITOR, 

IN    THE    CHAIR  ; 

The  advertised  summons  for  the  Meeting,  and 
the  proceedings  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting 
having  been  read  by  the  Honorary  Secretary  ; 
the  Rev.  John  Eden  read  the  Report  of  the 
Council,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Sanders  the  audited 
Account  of  the  income  and  expenditure  for  lS3t. 
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The  following  Resolutions  were  then  passed  :

That  the  following  Rule  (read  a  first  time  and 
passed  at  the  last  General  Meeting)  viz.  : — That 
the  Treasurer  and  Honorary  Secretary  for  the 
time  being  shall  be  Members  of  the  Council  by 
virtue  of  their  respective  offices,  be  confirmed.

The  Meeting  then  proceeded  to  ballot  for  the 
election  of  nine  members  of  the  Council,  in  place 
of  the  eight  members  who  retired  this  year  by 
rotation,  and  of  Richard  Bright,  Esq.,  who 
resigned.  The  lists  were  delivered  to  the  scruti- 
neers, who  withdrew  to  the  Council  Room,  and 
on  their  return  certified  that  the  election  had

The  Chairman  having-  left  the  Chair,  the  same 
was  taken  by  Dr.  Howell,  when  the  thanks  of 
the  Meeting  were  unanimously  voted  to  the  Rev. 
W.  D.  Conybeare,  for  his  kindness  in  taking 
the  Chair,  and  for  his  able  conduct  therein, 


REPORT. 


The  Council,  in  giving  an  account  of  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  College  during  the  past  year 
state,  that  the  average  number  of  Students  has 
been  greater  than  it  was  in  any  preceding  year ; 
but  at  the  close  of  the  year  the  number  was  some- 
what less  than  the  number  reported  last  year. 
The  Students  in  the  Senior  Department  were 
in  December  last,  39,  and  in  the  Junior  57, 
making  96. 

At  the  close  of  the  first  Session  in  June,  the 
College  was  deprived  of  the  able  and  assiduous 
labours  of  the  Vice-Principal,  the  Rev.  G.  A. 
BuTTERTON,  by  his  appointment  to  the  situation 
of  Head  Master  of  the  Proprietary  School  of  the 
West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  established  at  Wake- 
field. The  Council  caused  the  vacancy  of  the 
situation  of  Vice-Principal  to  be  made  known  as 
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usual,  and  received  many  applications.  After 
waiting  a  due  time,  they  unanimously  elected 
John  Edw.  Bromby,  B.A.,  Fellow  of  St.  John's 
College,  Cambridge,  a  gentleman  who  is  found 
to  justify  the  high  recommendations  which  the 
Council  received. 

Mr.  Bromby  has  since  taken  orders  in  pur- 
suance of  his  previous  intention.  He  resides  in 
Park-Row,  and  receives  Boarders  as  the  former 
Vice-Principal  did. 

The  Principal,  Dr.  Jerrard,  has  been  disabled 
by  illness  during  part  of  the  year,  from  lecturing 
the  Classes,  and  has  been  compelled  during  some 
time  to  be  absent  from  Bristol.  The  general 
superintendance  of  the  College  has,  of  course, 
devolved  on  the  Vice-Principal ;  and  the  Princi- 
pal has  been  assisted  in  lecturing  the  Classes,  first 
by  Mr.  Edgar  Huxtable,  late  of  St.  John's  Col- 
lege, Cambridge,  and  lately  by  Mr.  Francis  W. 
Newman,  late  Fellow  of  Balliol  College,  Oxford, 
together  with  Mr.  Frederick  Jerrard. 

The  Council  finding  it  necessary  to  appoint  a 
Drawing  Master,  have  elected  Mr.  Samuel 
Jackson,  who  had  in  the  last  Session  20  pupils 
in  the  College. 

Mr.  Coles  having  declined  the  office  of  Hebrew 
Lecturer,  Mr.  Jonathan  Edwards  Ryland  has 
been  appointed  to  that  situation. 

The  Council  have  engaged  Mr.  John  Faulder, 
to  deliver  to  the  Students  in  the  Junior  Depart- 
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ment,   an   Annual    Course   of  24   Lectures    on 
Natural  Philosophy. 

The  remuneration  of  the  last  three  officers 
arises  from  fees  paid  by  the  Students,  additional 
to  the  usual  College  fees. 

The  Council  now  advert  to  the  Funds  of  the 
Institution.  It  will  be  remembered  that  when  the 
Mathematical  Professor  was  appointed,  the  Rev. 
Visitor  and  the  Principal  offered  to  defray  the 
salary  of  £150,  until  the  time  when  the  Funds 
derived  from  the  annual  payments  of  students 
should  be  sufficient  for  the  purpose. 

In  the  middle  of  the  last  year,  it  was  thought 
by  the  Council,  that  some  addition  should  be 
made  to  the  salaries  of  the  Tutors  of  the  Junior 
Department.  It  was,  however,  felt  that  this 
could  not  be  done  without  for  the  future 
paying  from  the  funds  of  the  College  the  salary 
of  the  Mathematical  Professor.  An  investigation 
of  the  receipts  and  expenses  of  the  College  was 
made,  and  it  was  found  that  the  funds  derived 
from  the  Annual  payments  of  Students  according 
to  the  number  then  in  the  College,  (and  the 
number  had  been  steadily,  though  slowly,  in- 
creasing) would  be  sufficient  for  the  salary  of  the 
Mathematical  Professor,  and  for  an  increase  of 
the  salaries  of  the  Tutors  of  the  Junior  Depart- 
ment. It  was  therefore  resolved,  that  the  salary 
of  the  Mathematical  Professor  should  from  July, 
1834,  be  defrayed  from  the  funds  of  the  College; 
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that  the  salary  of  the  Head  Master  of  the  Junior 
Department  should  be  increased  when  the  num- 
ber of  Students  in  the  College  should  exceed  100 ; 
and  that  Mr.  Coles*s  salary  should  be  increased 
by  £50,  and  Mr.  Charles's,  by  £30,  from  July. 

The  present  number  of  Students  in  the  Senior 
Department,  induces  the  Council  to  believe  that 
they  are  not  justified  in  continuing-  to  incur  the 
charge  of  a  Mathematical  Professor  additional  to 
the  Principal  and  Vice-Principal  ;  and  they  have 
thought  it  better  that  the  separate  office  of 
Mathematical  Professor  should  cease  from  July, 
1835,  and  have  passed  a  resolution  to  that  effect. 
It  is  by  no  means  the  intention  of  the  Council,  by 
this  measure,  to  lessen  the  amount  of  Mathema- 
tical instruction  in  the  Senior  Department ;  and 
in  the  Junior  Department  Mr.  Coles  and  Mr. 
Charles  have  been,  and  are.  Mathematical,  as 
well  as  Classical,  Tutors. 

With  a  small  addition  to  the  present  number 
of  Students,  the  income  of  the  College  will  be 
equal  to  its  expenditure  ;  and  this  is  an  object 
which  the  Council  desire  to  keep  steadily  in  view; 
while  at  the  same  time  they  feel  the  absolute 
necessity  of  having  officers  sufficient  in  number 
and  of  perfect  competency,  so  that  the  College 
may  afford  a  large  and  generous  education  to  its 
Students,  grounding  them  in  the  principles  and 
foundations  of  knowledge,  so  that  they  may  find 
the  difficulties  which  attend  the  commencement 
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of  a  course  of  study  to  have  been  overcome,  and 
its  future  prosecution  to  be  easy  and  delightful ; 
and  so  to  carry  on  the  work  of  instruction,  that 
they  may  be  fitted  for  an  honorable  and  manly 
discharg-e  of  the  future  duties  and  occupations  of 
life.

Tlie  Vice-Principal,  in  opening  the  proceedings,  (on  the  26th  June) 
expressed  his  regret  that  their  distinguished  Visitor  was  unavoidably 
absent,  and  also  that  the  illness  of  his  excellent  friend,  the  Principal, 
prevented  his  attending  on  the  first  day  of  the  Public  Examination  ; 
for  although  his  health  was  nearly  re-established,  still  he  was  unequal 
to  the  fatigue  and  excitement  of  appearing  for  any  long  time  on  a 
public  occasion.  At  the  same  time  it  was  with  sincere  pleasure  he 
observed,  there  appeared  every  prospect  of  his  perfect  recovery  before 
the  re-opening  of  the  College  in  September,  and  of  this  the  company 
would  themselves  be  assured  on  the  second  day,  before  the  close  of 
which  Dr.  Jerrard  intended  to  be  present. 

A  viva,  voce  Examination  of  the  Candidates  for  honours  then 
took  place,  conducted  by  the  Vice-Principal  and  the  Professor  of 
Mathematics. 

A  Private  Examination  of  the  Students  had  been  held  during  the 
preceding  week,  when  their  papers  were  looked  over  by  the  Prin- 
cipal, and  their  places  determined  by  him. 

Among  the  Classical  subjects  were  Thucydides,  Aristophanes, 
Tacitus,  Juvenal,  and  Persius.  And  among  the  Mathematical,  the 
Differential  Calculus. 

The  Prize  Poems  and  Essays  possessed  considerable  merit,  and 
appeared  to  excite  much  interest.  The  Principal  was  present  at 
the  recitation  of  them  ;  and  after  making  some  remarks  on  the 
proofs  of  diligence  and  proficiency  which  had  been  exhibited  by  the 
Students,  he  proceeded  to  say  : — 

"  But  my  chief  reason  for  coming  forward  on  this  occasion  is,  that 
I  may  bear  testimony  to  the  manner  in  which  our  Vice-Principal, 
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now  on  the  point  of  resigning  his  office,  has  discharged  the  arduous 
duties  of  his  station.  In  order  that  the  nature  of  his  services  may 
be  fully  understood,  it  will  be  necessary  to  go  back  to  the  period  at 
which  he  first  joined  our  Institution,  which  was  immediately  before 
its  opening.  Now  it  is  well  known  to  many  present  under  what 
peculiarly  discouraging  circumstances  the  Bristol  College  opened — 
with  what  misrepresentation  of  the  motives  of  its  founders,  what 
jealousy  arising  from  the  opposing  interests  of  many  who  were  them- 
selves engaged  in  the  business  of  education,  what  an  array  of  the 
most  formidable  prejudices,  it  was  assailed  !  so  much  so,  as  to  excite 
in  the  minds,  even  of  the  most  sanguine  of  its  supporters,  tlie  strongest 
misgivings  as  to  the  possibility  of  its  success.  The  difficulties  of 
our  situation  were  soon  found  to  be  much  increased  by  a  deter- 
mination I  had  long  formed  (and  which  my  sense  of  the  solemn 
nature  of  the  charge  I  had  undertaken  appeared  to  mc  to  render  an 
imperative  duty)  not  to  adopt,  without  very  material  modification, 
the  plan  of  education  which  is  followed  at  the  public  schools  ;  but 
to  endeavour  to  establish  a  system  of  instruction  more  in  accordance 
with  the  dictates  of  sound  reason,  and  a  system  of  discipline  and 
moral  training  more  consonant  to  the  spirit  and  principles  of  our 
holy  religion. 

"  Amidst  the  great  responsibility,  and  great  exertion,  (I  fear  the 
present  state  of  my  health  obliges  me  to  say  oi;e?-exertion)  which 
all  these  concurrent  causes  gave  rise  to,  I  derived  from  the  Vice- 
Principal,  for  some  time  my  only  colleague  in  office,  the  most  valuable 
assistance  and  support.  He  readily  entered  into  all  my  views — he 
carried  them  into  effect  with  intelligence,  with  uniform  good  tem- 
per, and  with  unwearied  perseverance.  In  truth  his  able  and 
cordial  co-operation  witli  me,  at  that  trying  period,  I  can  scarcely 
appreciate  too  highly,  and  I  trust  that  no  time  or  circumstances  will 
efface  the  recollection  of  it  from  my  mind. 

"  Mr.  BuTTERTON.as  I  have  observed,  became  connected  with  our 
Institution  at  a  most  inauspicious  period  ;  he  leaves  it  in,  I  rejoice 
to  say,  a  prosperous  and  flourishing  state.  The  number  of  our 
students  (116)  shews  that  we  now  enjoy  no  inconsiderable  share  of 
the  confidence  of  the  Bristol  Public  ;  and  of  the  reputation  which 
our  College  has  acquired  at  a  distance  and  especially  at  the  Uni- 
versities, a  striking  proof  has  just  been  afforded  in  the  large  number 
of  highly  distinguished  Graduates  both  of  Oxford  and   Cambridge 
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who  have  lately  offered  themselves  as  Candidates  for  the  Vice- 
Principal-ship.  The  choice  of  the  Council  has  fallen  upon  Mr. 
Bromby,  Fellow  of  St.  John's  College,  Cambridge,  a  gentleman 
who  to  high  Mathematical  unites  considerable  Classical  attainments, 
whom,  judging  from  his  testimonials,  I  should  pronounce  to  be  emi- 
nently qualified  for  the  situation,  and  who  I  trust  will  prove  himself 
to  be  in  all  respects  a  worthy  successor  of   Mr.  Butterton." 

Dr.  Jerrard  then  adverted  (though  with  reluctance)  to  a  great 
disadvantage  under  which  the  Bristol  College  still  laboured — a  dis- 
advantage to  which  he  believed  that  no  similar  Institution  had  been 
subjected — that  of  being  without  an  appropriate  building  :  a  cir- 
cumstance which  was  well  accounted  for  in  the  infancy  of  the 
establishment,  but  had  for  some  time  past  operated  as  a  serious 
draw-back  to  its  prosperity  ;  had  weakened  the  interest  of  the 
Shareholders  in  it,  deprived  it  of  all  that  additional  notoriety  which 
a  handsome  edifice  could  not  fail  to  give,  and  prevented  it  from 
reaching  its  just  rank  in  the  estimation  of  the  public;  thus  was 
at  all  times  disheartening  to  the  officers  ;  and  was  particularly  felt 
on  occasions  like  the  present,  when  the  want  of  a  proper  Theatre,  by 
rendering  a  numerous  attendance  of  visitors  impossible,  diminished 
the  benefit  which  he  conceived  must  arise  to  the  College  from 
enabling  the  public  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the  exact  nature  of 
the  Education  obtainable  within  its  walls. 

The  Vice-Principal  begged  to  return  his  acknowledgments 
for  the  very  handsome  and  complimentary  manner  in  which  his 
friend,  the  Principal,  had  spoken  of  his  services  :  and  said,  that 
although  his  exertions  must  hereafter  be  devoted  to  the  new  Estab- 
lishment over  which  he  was  appointed  to  preside,  still  he  should 
ever  feel  a  deep  interest  for  the  success  of  the  Bristol  College,  with 
which  he  had  been  connected  from  the  earliest  period  of  its  actual 
existence,  and  which  he  now  left  ripening  to  maturity,  and  advancing 
to  the  fullness  of  strength  and  vigour.  At  the  same  time  he  fully 
concurred  in  the  observation  of  the  Principal,  that  had  a  suitable 
edifice  been  erected  before  this,  the  increase  of  the  College,  great 
and  rapid  as  it  had  been,  so  that  the  nimibcr  of  the  Students  had 
been  neariy  quadrupled  in  3^  years,  would  have  been  very  considerably 
greater.  In  this  respect  he  considered  that  his  now  Institution,  the 
West-Riding  Proprietary  School,  had  greatly  the  advantage,  for 
there  a  splendid  building  was  in  progress,  and  would  be  fully  com- 
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pleted  before  the  opening  of  the  school.  And  he  trusted  the  time 
was  not  far  distant  when  an  edifice  would  rear  its  head  in  this  city, 
devoted  to  Science  and  Literature — a  building  worthy  of  the  repu- 
tation of  the  College,  worthy  of  the  city  of  Bristol,  and  of  the 
gentlemen  to  whom  the  education  of  youth  was  here  confided. 

To  the  Principal  and  the  gentlemen  of  the  Council  he  felt  greatly 
indebted  for  the  confidence  they  had  always  reposed  in  him,  and 
for  having  treated  him  with  a  kindness  and  attention  he  ought  never 
to  forget.  Nor  in  returning  his  acknowledgments  to  them  ought  he 
to  omit  that  meed  of  approbation  to  the  Students,  of  both  Depart- 
ments, which  he  considered  to  be  justly  their  due.  During  the 
preceding  term,  when,  in  consequence  of  the  Principal's  unfortunate 
illness,  they  had  been  chiefly  under  his  control,  not  a  single  instance 
of  quarrelling  or  fighting  had  come  under  his  observation  :  a 
perfect  unanimity  and  harmony  appeared  to  reign  amongst  them, 
and  their  only  object  seemed  to  be  to  please  and  be  pleased.  It  had, 
indeed,  ever  been  the  endeavour  of  the  Principal  and  himself  to 
instil  into  their  minds  the  precepts  of  love  and  charity  to  all  men — 
to  point  out  the  blessings  of  peace  and  concord,  to  eradicate  that 
passion  for  strife  and  discord,  for  war  and  bloodshed,  which  too  often 
exists  in  the  youthful  heart  :  and  the  happy  effects  of  this  were,  he 
thought,  apparent  in  the  kindly  disposition  universally  manifested 
by  them.  He  could  also  say,  that  during  the  whole  period  referred 
to,  no  instance  had  come  under  his  notice  of  vice  or  immorality, 
of  swearing,  or  the  use  of  any  expression  unfit  for  the  lips  of  a 
Christian  ;  and  when  it  was  considered  hoiv  different  was  the  case 
in  many  of  our  public  Seminaries,  this  fact  redounded  greatly  to 
the  honor  of  the  Bristol  College. 

He  here  took  occasion  to  mention,  that  he  intended  to  pursue  in 
the  new  Institution  placed  under  his  guidance,  the  same  general 
system  of  instruction  and  discipline  as  had  been  here  resorted  to  ;  and 
he  trusted  he  might  see  the  same  beneficial  results  proceeding  from  it. 

In  conclusion  he  bade  farewell  to  all  present,  and  expressed  his 
hope  that  the  Bristol  College,  under  the  auspices  of  its  Principal 
and  Professors,  might  continue  to  proceed  in  a  prosperous  course  : 
that  its  Students  might  be  distinguished,  not  only  by  their  literary 
and  scientific  acquirements,  but  much  more  by  the  knowledge  of 
true  religion  and  obedience  to  the  holy  precepts  of  the  Gospel, 
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The  Principal  said,  that  he  had  heard  with  heartfelt  pleasure  the 
announcement  of  the  Vice-Principal  that  he  would  adopt  at  Wake- 
field the  same  general  plan  of  Education  as  had  been  pursued  at  the 
Bristol  College.  And  he  trusted  he  might  hail  this  announcement 
as  an  earnest  of  the  wide  diffusion  and  extensive  popularity  of 
principles,  which  the  unanswerable  facts  just  stated,  and  many  others 
equally  decisive  that  might  be  appealed  to,  had,  he  thought,  fully 
proved  to  be  founded  in  truth.

The  advertised  summons  for  the  Meeting,  and  the  proceedings  of 
the  last  Annual  Meeting,  having  been  read,  the  Honorary  Secretary 
read  the  Report  of  the  Council,  and  Mr.  C.  B.  Fripp  the  Audited 
Account  of  the  income  and  expenditure  for  1S37. 

The  following  Resolutions  were  then  passed  : —

scrutinize  tlie  ballot  now  about  to  take  place  for  filling  up  the 
vacancies  in  the  Council. 

A  Letter,  addressed  to  the  Chairman,  dated  this  day,  and  signed 
by  L.  E.  De  Ridder,  Esq.,  was  received  by  the  Chairman,  and  read 
by  him  to  the  Meeting. 

5. — Moved  by  Mr.  G.  D.  Fripp, 
Seconded  by  Rev.  Mr.  Eden, 
That  as  it  appears  from  the  explanation  now  given  by  the  Council 
to  this  Meeting,  that  the  notice  of  reduction  of  salary  transmitted  to 
Mr.  De  Ridder  was  agreed  upon  by  the  Council  simply  on  financial 
grounds  ;  and  that  Mr.  De  Ridder's  retirement  from  the  office  of 
French  Professor  was  his  own  act,  and  not  produced  by  any  charge  of 
incompetency  brought  against  him  by  the  Council,  the  Council  be 
requested  to  address  a  note  to  Mb.  D.  Ridder  to  the  foregoing 
effect. 

The  Meeting  then  proceeded  to  ballot  for  the  election  of  nine 
members  of  the  Council,  in  place  of  the  eight  members  who  retire 
this  year  by  rotation,  and  of  Andrew  Carbick,  M.D.,  deceased. 
The  lists  were  delivered  to  the  scrutineers,  who  withdrew  to  the

The  Chairman  having  left  the  Chair,  the  Thanks  of  the  Meeting 
were  unanimously  voted  to  W.  P.  Taunton,  Esq  ,  for  his  kindness 
in  taking  the  Chair,  and  for  his  able  conduct  therein. 


REPORT. 


The  Council  of  the  Bristol  College,  in  presenting  their  Report  for 
the  past  year,  have  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Proprietors  to  some 
points  of  considerable  importance  to  the  interests  of  their  Insti- 
tution, and  at  the  same  time  are  happy  in  being  able  to  give  an 
assurance  of  its  general  welfare  and  favourable  prospects. 

By  the  financial  statement  it  will  be  seen  that,  in  making  up  the 
Accounts,  the  Council  have  deviated  from  their  former  usage,  by 
continuing  the  Account  to  the  31st  of  January  of  the  present  year 
{instead  of  closing  it  on  the  31st  of  December,  1837),  in  order  to 
include  all  the  liabilities  of  the  College  up  to  the  same  term  to  which 
the  receipts  extend.  From  the  period  of  the  year  when  the  College 
lirst  opened,  the  salaries  of  the  Officers  have  been  payable  on  the 
31st  of  January  and  31st  of  July  in  each  year,  and  by  the  arrange- 
ment now  adopted,  the  whole  of  these  charges  are  brought  within 
the  year  to  which  they  belong. 

It  will  appear  by  the  Treasurer's  Account  that  a  balance  of 
£113.  14s.  4d.  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  Bankers,  in  which  is 
included  a  payment  of  £24.  Os.  6d.,  received  in  advance  for  the  cur- 
rent year.  In  explanation  of  that  item  of  the  Account  which  shows 
a  surplus  divided  among  the  Officers,  in  addition  to  their  ordinary 
salaries,  the  Council  have  to  remark  that  this  sum  has  accrued  to 
them  under  an  arrangement  entered  into  with  those  gentlemen  in 
June,  1836.  At  that  period  the  number  of  Students  in  the  College 
was  so  much    reduced    that  the   Council  did  not  feel  justified  in 
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continuing  their  guaranty  to  tlie  Officers  of  the  full  amount  of  the 
salaries  to  which  they  were  entitled,  and  under  these  circumstances 
those  gentlemen  very  liberally  engaged  to  take  upon  themselves  the 
risk  of  gain  or  loss  for  the  year  ending  the  31st  of  July,  1837,  after 
providing  for  the  necessary  charges  of  the  establishment.  Greatly 
to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Council,  the  result  proved  more  favourable 
than  they  had  any  reason  to  expect ;  and  the  number  of  Students 
having  increased  in  the  course  of  the  year  to  nearly  120,  a  surplus  of 
profit  remained  at  its  close  (31st  of  July,  1837),  which,  with  the 
exception  of  some  arrears  not  yet  received,  has  been  divided  among 
the  Officers  according  to  a  scale  mutually  agreed  upon. 

Although  the  experiment  was  thus  far  successfid,  the  Council 
have  not  considered  it  expedient  or  consistent  with  the  original  con- 
stitution of  the  College  to  make  a  permanent  arrangement  of  this 
kind,  as  its  effect  is  to  transfer  the  control  of  the  finances,  and  vir- 
tually the  government  of  the  Institution,  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
Council,  and  thus  it  might  seriously  interfere  with  plans  highly 
conducive  to  the  ultimate  welfare  of  the  College. 

To  obviate,  therefore,  the  necessity  of  recurring  to  such  an  arrange- 
ment again,  and  at  the  same  time  to  protect,  as  far  as  possible,  the 
the  uncvilled  portion  of  the  College  capital  from  diminution,  tiie 
Council  have  it  in  consideration  to  put  the  salaries  of  the  Officers 
on  such  a  footing  as  may  be  satisfactory  to  those  gentlemen,  without 
involving  the  responsibility  of  the  Proprietors  in  the  event  of  a 
diminished  revenue  from  the  Students. 

After  much  deliberation,  also,  and  a  careful  examination  of  the 
expenditure  necessary  for  maintaining  the  College  in  full  efficiency, 
the  Council  have  considered  it  expedient  to  raise  the  amount  of  the 
Fees  payable  by  the  Students,  and  they  intend  to  give  due  notice  to 
the  parents  and  friends  of  the  Pupils  that  such  advance  will  take 
place  after  the  Midsummer  vacation.  In  this  measure  the  Council 
are  happy  to  state  that  the  Officers  of  the  College  entirely  concur  ; 
and  it  is  confidently  anticipated  that  the  small  augmentation  of  £ii 
per  Annum  will  not  be  objected  to,  by  those  who  consider  and  duly 
appreciate  the  very  valuable  and  comprehensive  education  which  the 
College  now  affords.  Its  excellence  in  this  respect  is  attested  by  the 
experience  of  many  of  the  Students,  and  it  cannot  have  escaped  the 
attention  of  the  Proprietors,  that  scarcely  a  year  has  passed  since  the 
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foundation  of  the  College,  in  which  one,  at  least,  of  its  Students  has 
not  distinguished  himself  at  the  University  examinations. 

The  Council  have  to  lament  the  loss  of  their  late  amiable  and 
respected  Principal,  Dr.  jERRARD,who,  as  the  Proprietors  are  aware, 
has  been  called  to  fill  a  distinguished  station  in  the  University  of 
London.  Mr.  Price,  also,  the  late  accomplished  Master  of  the 
Junior  Department,  has  accepted  an  appointment  in  a  kindred  Insti- 
tution, at  Liverpool.  The  latter  gentleman  has  been  succeeded  by 
the  Rev.  Thomas  Francis  Layng,  a  gentleman  of  tried  character 
and  ability  in  the  situation  which  he  lately  held,  of  Head  Master  of 
the  Grammar  School  at  Campden. 

The  vacancy  created  by  Dr.  Jerhard's  removal,  the  Council  have 
not  yet  determined  to  fill  up  by  the  appointment  of  an  Officer  under 
the  same  title, — but  all  the  duties  of  the  office  have  devolved  upon 
the  Vice-Principal  and  Classical  Tutors,  the  former  of  these  gentle- 
men having  the  more  immediate  charge  of  the  general  discipline  of 
the  College.  In  the  appointment  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Newman,  as  Classi- 
cal Tutor,  the  Council  had  the  high  satisfaction  of  obtaining  the 
services  of  a  gentleman  who  had  previously  officiated  m  that  capacity 
during  Dr.  Jerrard's  absence  from  illness,  and  who  is  known  to  be 
most  eminently  qualified  for  this  responsible  situation. 

The  total  number  of  Students  at  the  close  of  the  last  year  was  111, 
viz. : — 43  in  the  Senior  Department,  and  66  in  the  Jiuiior  ;  the 
present  numbers  are  40  in  the  former,  and  60  in  the  latter. 

The  Council  cannot  conclude  their  brief  Report  without  express- 
ing a  wish  that  they  could  impart  to  the  Proprietors  and  to  the  public 
at  large,  their  own  deep  conviction  of  the  many  solid  advantages 
which  their  Institution  is  calculated  to  confer  on  the  City  and  neigh- 
bourhood in  which  it  is  established.  If  such  a  conviction  were  more 
generally  entertained,  the  number  of  the  Students  would  be  greatly 
increased,  the  cost  of  their  education  would  be  proportionably 
diminished,  and  the  College  would  emerge  from  comparative 
obscurity,  by  its  establishment  in  an  imposing  and  appropriate  Build- 
ing, which  should  be  at  once  the  pledge  and  evidence  of  permanent 
\itility  and  success.

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The  Students  of  the  above  Institution  underwent  their  Annual 
Examination  on  the  28th,  29th,  and  30th  June,  1837,  under  the 
superintendence  of  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Conybeare,  the  Visitor. 

The  examination  of  the  Junior  Department  occupied  the  first  day. 
Greek,  German,  Latin,  French,  Euclid,  Algebra,  and  Arithmetic, 
were  successively  introduced.  The  Classical  Subjects  were  very  ac- 
curatelv  construed,  and  the  Grammatical  Questions  readily  answered. 
The  Mathematical  part  was  conducted  without  the  aid  of  paper, 
and  nothing  could  exceed  the  rapidity  with  which  the  answers  to 
very  complex  Arithmetical  and  Euclid  Problems  were  returned  by 
the  Students.  The  French  was  the  only  subject  which  at  all  flagged  ; 
but  the  Rev.  Vice-Principal  explained  that  the  French  Class  was  at 
present  labouring  under  disadvantages  which,  in  future  would,  in  all 
probability,  be  removed.  The  facts  were  these — The  German  Class, 
which  had  acquitted  itself  with  so  much  credit,  was  put  into  the 
hands  of  Dr.  Muncke,  the  Professor,  by  the  Council,  and  had  Col- 
lege hours  allotted  for  its  labours  ;  whereas  the  hours  for  learning 
French  were  taken  out  of  those  ordinarily  devoted  to  recreation,  and 
it  was  optional  on  the  part  of  parents  whether  their  sons  studied  it 
or  not.  The  subject,  however,  was  under  the  consideration  of  the 
Council,  and  there  was  no  doubt  that  matters  would  soon  be  on  a 
better  footing.  The  examination  concluded  with  Natural  History  ; 
and  to  all  who  were  present  the  reflection  must  have  suggested  itself, 
how  many  interesting  and  valuable  facts  in  nature  escape  our 
observation  from  the  too  cursory  glance  we  are  apt  to  bestow  upon 
the  subject. 

The  Vice-Principal  stated  that  Lectures  in  Natural  History  were 
given  twice  a  week  by  Mr.  Price,  the  Head  Master  of  the  Junior 
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Department,  by  whose  exertions  a  very  serviceable  Museum  liad 
been  collected  and  arranged.  The  contributions  were,  in  a  great 
measure,  made  by  the  Students  themselves.  They  brought  speci- 
mens of  all  sorts  of  things,  bones  of  birds,  beasts,  and  fishes,  vege- 
tables and  fossils,  and  after  having  heard  their  several  properties  and 
peculiarities  explained  at  the  time,  they  deposited  them  in  the 
Museum,  to  be  again  brought  out,  when  in  the  regular  course  of  lec- 
tures they  were  needed  for  illustration.  Mr.  PRrcE  has  been  pro- 
vided also  by  the  Council  with  free  access  to  the  Museum  of  the 
Institution,  Park-Street,  whither,  on  holidays,  a  large  part  of  his 
class  often  attend  him  voluntarily,  and  sometimes  also  on  a  Geologi- 
cal excursion.  The  Vice-Principal,  after  apologising  for  the  inability 
of  the  Rev.  Visitor  to  stay  the  whole  morning,  proceeded  to  distri- 
bute the  Prizes  as  below.

The  Vice-President  complimented  the  Masters  of  the  Junior 
Department  on  the  successful  exhibition  made  by  the  Students 
under  their  care  ;  and  begged  to  assure  the  company  present  that 
the  discipline  during  the  past  term  had  been  in  the  highest  degree 
satisfactory.  Tliis  he  attributed,  in  a  great  measure,  to  the  correct 
and  amiable  conduct  of  those  youths  who  occupied  the  highest  forms. 
Their  influence  was  felt  to  the  youngest  boy  in  the  establishment. 
It  was  a  vain  hope  that  good  discipline  should  run  on  uniform  and 
uninterrupted,  unless  a  certain  standard  of  gentlemanly  feeling  were 
engendered.  "  Quid  leges  sine  moribus  ?  "  The  Masters  felt  as 
much  gratitude  to  the  leading  boys  in  their  several  classes  for  the 
good  example  they  set,  as  the  boys  themselves  possibly  could  for  the 
instruction  they  derived,  and  in  the  name  of  all  their  Tutors  he 
begged  to  tender  the  thanks  they  really  felt. 

Thursday  was  occupied  in  the  examination  of  the  Senior  Students. 
Considerable  portions  of  Demosthenes,  Thucydides,  the  Agamem- 
non, Q*;dipus  Coloneus,  four  books  of  Tacitus  de  lege  Manilla,  had 
been  read  by  the  Senior  Class  ;  and  the  specimens  brought  forward 
proved  that  they  had  been  read  with  great  critical  accuracy.  Me- 
chanics, Elementary  Dynamics,  the  Differential  and  Integral  Calculi 
and  Trigonometry,  were  subjects  of  Mathematical  examination. 
The  processes  by  wliich  the  most  important  Mechanical  results  were 
established,  were  run  through  mentally,  and  problems  in  the  Calculi 
and  Trigonometry  worked  in  the  same  way. 

The  Rev.  Visitor  expressed  great  satisfaction  at  the  Classical 
part,  and  observed,  with  regard  to  the  latter,  that  altliough  he  had 
not  himself  been  guilty  of  practising  the  black  art,  whicii  he  must 
assert  such  abstruse  calculations  to  be,  yet  any  person  who  had,  on 
the  previous  day,  witnessed  the  dexterity  with  which  the  Junior 
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Students  worked  problems  in  Mental  Arithmetic,  and  considered 
that  this  was  a  similar  ctt'ort  of  the  mind  in  higlicr  branches  of 
Mathematics  and  with  more  formidable  machinery,  must  appreciate 
the  powers  of  the  Students. 

Friday  was  devoted  to  the  recitation  of  Essays,  &c.,  and  the 
distribution  of  the  Prizes. 

C.  Prichard  read  a  Specimen  of  Answers  to  Historical  Questions  ; 
W.  Wayte,  an  Essay  on  the  Origin  of  the  English  Language  ; 
Hamilton,  on  the  progress  of  Chemistry  since  the  time  of  Paracel- 
sus ;  Clancy,  an  account,  in  French,  of  a  visit  made  by  himself  to 
the  field  of  Waterloo  ;  T.  Prichard,  Translation  of  Milton  into 
Greek  Iambics  ;  Maycock,  best  Essay  on  the  study  of  Natural 
Philosophy  ;  Prosser,  same  subject,  more  poetically  treated.

The  Vice-Principal  stated  that,  since  coming  into  the  room,  the 
Visitor  had  requested  to  be  allowed  to  present  Butler's  works  as  the 
first  prize  to  this  class,  in  which  he  felt  so  greatly  interested  ;  and 
another  to  the  second  class,  to  be  competed  for  after  the  vacation. 

The  Visitor  again  expressed  the  satisfaction  he  could  not  but 
feel  at  the  creditable  manner  in  which  the  Students  had  acquitted 
themselves  ;  he  was  particularly  pleased  with  the  tone  of  religious 
feeling  which  run  through  the  Essays  they  had  recited,  and  he  was 
happy  to  observe  the  prospect  of  increasing  success  to  the  establish- 
ment. He  had  only  one  duty  now  left  to  perform,  which  was  to  read 
the  names  of  those  former  alumni  of  the  Bristol  College,  who  had 
distinguished  themselves  at  the  Universities  during  the  past  year. 

Brett  was  considerably  the  first  in  Professor  Forbe's  class  at 
Edinburgh :  the  subject  being  Natural  Philosophy  and  mixed 
Mathematics. 

Carpenter  was  third  in  the  same  class. 

Clark  had,  for  the  third  time,  gained  the  £50  Prize  at  Christ 
College,  Cambridge,  given  to  the  first  man  each  year  ;  and  had  now 
consequently  gained  as  much  honour  as  his  own  College  could  give ; 
and  by  next  year  he  trusted  he  would  have  reaped  equal  honours  in 
the  University  examination,  and  become  a  high  wrangler. 
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EEPORT. 


Tlie  Committee,  intrusted  with  the  funds  contributed  to 
maintain  Theological  Lectures  in  the  Bristol  College,  feel 
persuaded  that  some  particulars,  explanatory  of  the  mode  of 
conducting  them,  and  shcM  ing  their  utility,  will  be  generally 
acceptable  to  the  Shareholders  of  the  College,  although  their 
institution  is  not,  according  to  the  I'ules  originally  established, 
essentially  connected  with  it.  The  lecture  funds  have  been 
always  kept  distinct  from  those  belonging  to  the  College;  and 
to  this  Report  will  be  annexed  a  statement  of  account  com- 
mencing with  the  balance  of  the  one  last  published.  The 
amount  annually  received  is  small,  and  gradually  diminishing, 
but  while  the  Committee  cannot  omit  this  opportunity  of 
expressing  an  earnest  wish,  that  the  existing  plan  of  aftbrding 
most  important  knowledge  to  numerous  Students  in  the  Col- 
lege, Mho  avail  themselves  of  its  benefits,  might  not  be 
deprived  of  efficiency  by  any  further  diminution  in  its 
resources,  they  cherish  a  sanguine  hope  that  several  Pro- 
prietors, who  have  not  hitherto  lent  their  aid  from  want  of 
information,  perhaps,  of  its  necessity,  will  come  forward  to 
assist  in  extending  the  advantages  it  is  so  well  adapted  to 
communicate. 

At  a  meeting  of  Committee,  held  in  the  month  of 
January,  1830,  it  was  determined  that  the  course  of 
Theological  Instruction  should  be  conducted  according 
to  the  following  outline: — 1st.  The  evidence  and  doctrine 
of  natural  religion,  as  deduced  l)y  inference  from  tlie 
works  of  nature,  from  the  phenomena  of  the  human  mind. 
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and  from  the  circumstances  of  mankind.  2ndly.  The 
evidences  of  Christianity.  3rdly.  A  brief  survey  of  biblical 
criticism.  ■ithly.  Scripture  Areha-'ology,  with  sacred  and 
ecclesiastical  history.  5thly.  The  doctrines  of  the  Church 
of  England.  6thly.  The  most  important  principles  relative 
to  Church  discipline.  It  was  arranged  that  the  course,  or 
any  of  the  sections,  should  be  open  to  all  Students  who  might 
feel  disposed  to  attend;  and  examinations  on  the  subject  of 
each  section  were  periodically  to  take  place.  The  liberty  of 
attendance  was  made  as  extensive  as  possible,  under  the  belief 
that  the  greatest  good  was  thereby  most  likely  to  be  effected, 
and  that  the  absence  of  restriction  in  every  practicable  degree 
was  a  feature  in  the  plan  contemplated  at  the  institution  of  the 
lectures.  No  fees  have  yet  been  asked  for  from  any  Pupil. 
The  first  Lecturer  appointed  was  the  Rev.  W.  D.  Conybeare, 
Visitor  of  the  College,  and  his  valuable  course  delivered  in 
the  years  1831  and  1832  needs  no  remark,  since  public  favour 
has  been  decidedly  pronounced  on  two  editions  of  the  lectures 
it  comprised,  which  have  been  printed.  Mr.  Conybeare  has 
generously  relinquished  all  his  copyright  in  those  lectures  to 
the  Committee,  in  furtherance  of  the  objects  for  which  they 
are  constituted. 

Mr.  Butterton,  the  late  Vice- Principal  of  the  College,  took 
up,  as  Lecturer  for  this  Committee,  that  part  of  the  outline 
not  included  in  Mr.  Conybeare's  course,  by  calling  the 
attention  of  his  pupils  more  especially  to  the  doctrines  of  the 
Church  of  England;  and  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bromby,  who  was 
appointed  Lecturer  in  Sept.,  1834,  has  completed  that 
division,  intermingling  with  it  biblical  criticism. 

It  is  designed  to  pursue  in  another  course  of  lectures,  to 
be  inimediately  commenecil  by  Mr.  Bromby,  the  outline 
already  marked  out,  and  should  he  not  find  leisure  for 
fully  carrying  into  eftect  the  Committee's  intention,  in  con- 
sequence of  his  occupation  of  ^'ice- Principal  in  the  College, 
it  is  with  his  concurrence  proposed  that  the  services  of 
another    gentleman   duly    qualified  shall   be    procured.     In 
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the  Lecturer's  report  of  hist  year  he  states — "  I  have 
examined  my  Tlieological  classes,  as  I  usually  do,  at  the 
end  of  each  term,  (the  class  in  the  Junior  Department  much 
oftener,)  and  the  result  has  given  me  increasing  satisfaction. 
My  first  class  is  the  only  one  which,  strictly  speaking,  is 
studying  Theology ;  the  rest  I  consider  too  young  for  any 
thing  in  the  shape  of  controversial  divinity.  In  this  class 
the  subjects  which  have  occupied  our  time  during  the  past 
year  have  been  the  Articles  of  the  Church  of  England,  an 
Epistle  or  two  of  St.  Paul,  and  Conybeare's  Lectures.  My 
text-book  on  the  Articles  is  Burnett,  and  during  every  lecture 
the  Students  take  down  on  paper  an  epitome  of  what  has  been 
written  by  that  eminent  divine  on  some  doctrinal  point,  which 
occurs  in  its  proper  order.  What  I  add  afterwards  of  my 
own  is  done  quite  familiarly,  with  the  object  either  of  illus- 
trating difficulties,  or  of  giving  spiritual  efficacy  to  dry 
technicalities,  or  of  enabling  the  Student  to  discriminate 
between  vital  principles  and  accidental  differences  of  opinion 
on  unimportant  topics.  In  lecturing  on  the  Epistles,  my 
great  endeavour  has  been  to  carry  back  the  Student  to  the 
time  and  the  occasion  when  and  on  which  each  was  delivered, 
to  acquaint  him  with  the  merits  of  the  question  which  the 
Apostle  is  discussing,  and  by  familiarising  him  with  the 
customs  and  technical  language  of  the  Jews,  to  save  him 
from  the  danger  of  mistaking  that  which  is  only  peculiarity 
of  idiom  for  important  doctrine.  Whatever  is  given  in  the 
lectures  is  reproduced  in  the  examination.  My  second  class, 
in  the  Senior  Department,  has  only  been  a  small  one  during 
the  last  year,  and,  moreover,  I  have  experienced  some  diffij 
culty  in  finding  a  suitable  time  to  lecture  it.  They  have  beeri 
reading  Hushby's  Introduction  to  the  Scriptures,  which  they 
thoroughly  know.  They  have  also  produced  a  lecture  or  two 
of  Conybeare's  at  the  examination,  as  the  result  of  private 
reading.  I  should  have  said  that  the  first  class  prepare  also 
some  Conybeare  for  the  examinations  along  with  the  subject 
matter  of  my  lectures. 
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"In  the  Junior  Department,  I  continue  to  use  Seeker's 
Lectures  on  the  Catechism  as  the  text  book.  We  begin 
always  by  reading  a  lecture  aloud,  each  Student  taking  a 
paragraph  in  his  turn.  Then  the  books  are  closed,  and  I 
(question  and  explain,  if  necessary.  Marks  are  given 
according  to  the  degree  of  attention  manifested  in  the 
answers,  an  examination  being  also  held  every  six  weeks ;  and 
all  the  marks  obtained  are  summed  up,  to  determine  the  prizes 
at  the  end  of  every  term. 

"About  three-fourths  of  the  whole  College  attend  my 
lectures,  and  I  have  no  hesitation  in  saying  that  the  number 
of  those  who  take  an  interest  in  them  has  been  uniformly  on 
the  increase." 

The  Committee  likewise  learned  from  Mr.  Bromby,  at 
their  meeting  held  on  the  18th  of  June,  1838,  that  the 
Epistles  to  the  Philippians  and  Hebrews,  and  the  Articles  of 
the  Church  of  England,  from  the  27th,  formed  subjects  for 
his  lectures  during  the  then  current  term,  his  Pupils  having 
amounted  to  88  out  of  the  total  number  of  108  Students  in 
the  College;  and  with  pleasure  they  record  his  assurance, 
that  notwithstanding  the  extraordinary  emulation  existing 
among  the  Students  to  excel  in  the  several  branches  of  study 
which  are  the  staple  of  Classical  and  Mathematical  Education, 
the  subjects  for  the  Theological  Examination  were  prepared 
with  the  same  diligence  as  any  others,  and  a  most  gratifying 
eagerness  was  manifested  in  the  acquirement  of  scriptural 
information. 
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
